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“And after they had mocked him, they took 
the robe off from him, and put his raiment on him, 
and led him away to crucify him.” 

The above photograph shows the narrow 
high-walled thoroughfare, in Jerusalem, which 
many believe Christ to have traveled, with the 
heavy beam on His shoulder, as He approached 
the hour of crucifixion. This is an early morning 
picture, taken as a shaft of sunlight was striking 
the rough pavement before the day’s traffic had 
started. 

When Christ collapsed under the weight of 
the cross, a negro slave was called to carry it for 
Him. “And as they came out, they found a man 
of Cyrene, Simon by name: him they compelled 
to bear his cross.”’ :

(THE Federal Council of the 

Churches of Christ in Ameri- 
ca has been a bone of contention 
from the time of its birth. Its 
direct effect upon the denomina- 
tions has been division in many 
churches. 


With it neither the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention nor the Southern Pres- 
byterian Assembly has shown the least 
sympathy, while both these bodies in 
the north have been divided and injur- 
ed by their Federal Council affiliation. 
The purpose of this discussion is to 
show clearly its anti-Christian atti- 
tudes and activities. 


We bring against it three specific 
charges, presenting positive proof for 
each, namely — False Claims, False 
Creed, and False Conclusions. 


False Claims 


FIRST, AS TO ITS REPRESENTA- 
TION: 


When before Congress, lobbyists in 
Washington were seeking the enact- 
ment of laws on birth-control and kin- 
dred subjects, they quoted from speech- 
es, books and pamphlets approved by 
the Federal Council, and claimed that 
they (the Federal Council) represent- 
ed twenty million Christians. They 
claimed that the Christian Churches 
of America were with them. 


The falsity of such claims immedi- 
ately becomes apparent when it is re- 
membered that the largest body of peo- 
ple on the American continent, the 
Southern Baptists, have repeatedly re- 
fused this fellowship, as have also the 
great body of Lutherans and that of 
Southern Presbyterians; while in their 
northern conquests they have only suc- 
ceeded in winning to their aid astute 
politicians in official station. They 
have never at any time had the unan- 
imous approval of one Convention, nor 
have they dared to submit their case 
to the individual action of State Con- 
ventions or local Churches. 


It is our profound conviction that 
not one member in a hundred, or one 
Christian layman in ten, who is at all 
informed upon the subject, favors the 
Federal Council. Think of their claim- 
ing the backing of the First Baptist 
Church of Minneapolis with its 3,500 
members, not one of whom would de- 
fend or even fellowship it! That Church 
is a sample of hundreds of others. 


THEN ALSO AS TO RESPONSIBIL- 
ITY OF SPEECH: 


On occasions when it is convenient 
and to their advantage to do so, they 
profess to be the mouthpiece of twenty 
missions, the moment that their ut- 
terances strike any unfavorable reac- 
tion from public opinion, they change 
color, and insist that this was only an 
individual’s opinion, not theirs. For 


instance, when their deliverance on the 
subject of Prohibition was impaled by 
the arguments of Dr. Clarence True 


Wilson, they immediately took to cover 
and threw the responsibility onto the 
spokesman. 


The same thing occurred when quo- 
tations from the vile teachings found 
in the book entitled “Young People’s 
Relationships” defeated their endeayor 
to line up Southern Presbyterianism. 
In that case, public opinion even com- 
pelled them to withdraw their name 
and approval from its later issues. It 
is another case of “Now you see it and 
now you don’t”! 


EQUALLY FALSE IS THEIR 
STATEMENT OF OBJECTIVES: 


Before concluding this communica- 
tion, we shall attempt to show that 
those objectives are, as a rule, deftly 
covered. In their early history they 
were charged with making concerted 
efforts “to influence the action of the 
Government on such questions as world 
peace, disarmament, national defense, 
immigration, labor, industry, foreign 
relations, etc.” Dr. Shailer Matthews, 
then ex-President of the Council, de- 
nied the indictment, saying that “such 
charge was not fair’, and that “in 
so far as the Federal Council touched 
upon such matters, their approach was 
absolutely non-political.” 


A later president, however, Dr. S. 
Parkes Cadman, revealed the truth ih 
the following words, “The American 
churches are going to grapple courage- 
ously with the great social and inter- 
national questions. The day is past 
when any realm of our economic, in- 
dustrial, social or political life will be 
regarded as outside the sphere and re- 
sponsibility of the Churches.” 


At present there is scarcely a poli- 
tical question of any importance upon 
which the Federal Council is not vocal, 
and its custom of claiming. to repre- 
sent twenty millions — the great ma- 
jority of whom repudiate it entirely — 
has become a fixed habit. 


We pass from false claims to a 


False Creed 


The leaders of this movement reject 
the creed of the Evangelicals. To prove 
this position, one need only state that 
Creed. For many centuries Evangeli- 
cal Christianity has stood for a verb- 
ally inspired Bible, for the Virgin 
Birth, for the Atoning sacrifice of 
Christ, for His physical Resurrection 
from the grave, and His Ascension to 
the right hand of the Father to become 
man’s intercessor. Scarcely one of 
these truths (much less all of them) 
is held by the leaders of the Federal 
Council of Churches. If it were neces- 
sary, we could give abundant quota- 
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tions to prove this contention. 


Not only have they denied the verbal 
inspiration of the Bible, but they have 
denied every other virile definition of 
inspiration. Among their leaders al- 
most uniformly the sacrificial atone- 
ment of Christ is rejected: while His 
promised return is “anathema” with 
practically everyone of them. The views 
which they are now promulgating are 
the views of the Unitarianism of fifty 
years ago, and the result is a spiritual 
dearth in the Churches, decreasing bap- 
tisms, a descending scale in giving, 
wide-spread spiritual declension. Thou- 
sands of Churches are without a bap- 
tism. Hundreds, if not thousands, of 
their preachers even deny the necessity 
of regeneration. 


THEY ALIGN THEMSELVES WITH 
THE INTERNATIONALS: 


In the 1927 Handbook of the Church- 
es (the official publication of the Federal 
Council) they declare their purpose to 
grapple with “all economic industrial, 
political and international questions”. 
Their literature features discussions of 
fantastic proposals involving inter- 
meddling with the affairs of foreign 
nations. 


As if it were not enough to assent 
to the Moscow idea of First, Second, 
Third and Fourth Internationals, they 
have now absolutely arranged to sub- 
ject Christianity itself to the same in- 
ternational expression, a meeting be- 
ing actually arranged for the summer 
of 1938 in Holland with a view to the 
formation of “A WORLD COUNCIL 
OF CHURCHES”. The shade of In- 
ter-Church World Movement walks 
again! E 

Later in this discussion we will show 
what such a movement will mean, both 
to Christianity and to the individual 
conscience — skepticising the first and 
obliterating the second. 


Furthermore their false creed is 
fruiting in THE ADVOCACY OF IM- 
MORALITY. 


We have already referred to the 
manual YOUNG PEOPLE’S RELA- 
TIONSHIPS, originally published with 
the name of their Committee upon it. 
We hesitate to quote from this and 
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NTERNATIONAL politics are 


composed largely of a series of 
actions and reactions. 


The leaders of a nation set a 
certain action in motion, in a given 
direction. This in turn, produces 
a reaction from a different source. 
The public is then caught in a 
whirlpool of action and reaction. 


Fascism came into existence as a 
reaction to Communism. One of 
these two political systems must 
ultimately triumph in Europe. 
Democracy, on the other hand, is 
being ground between the twin 
millstones of Fascism and Com- 
munism. Nazism is an offshoot of 
Fascism. 


Democracy will soon disappear from 
the map of Europe. Every nation on 
the continent seems resigned to its fate. 
Civilization stands at the crossroads. 
The old world is at the brink of an in- 
ferno. There is every indication that 
the international stage has been set 
for the appearance of the Superman, 
known to Bible-believing Christians as 
the Antichrist. 


God Has Been Ignored 


Horrible pictures of a struggle more 
devastating than anything experienced 
between the years 1914 and 1918, looms 
up big in the thinking of everybody. 
Nations, like individuals, reap what 
they sow. It is impossible to violate 
the laws of God and the principles of 
moral righteousness, without suffering 
consequences, 


During the World War, at a time 
when the suffering was most intense, 
an officer in the United States army 
turned to a Chaplain in the trenches 


and asked sarcastically: “Chaplain, 
where’s God now?” To which the Chap- 
lain replied, quick as a flash: “God is 
where the nations left Him.” 


We are living in a little world to- 


day. Scientific achievements have 
brought the nations close together. 
Therefore, the catastrophic develop- 
ments in Europe, of the last few days, 
may be expected to register, with great 
force, upon the political, economic, and 
religious thought, of the United States. 
Let us be on our guard, let us hope 
and pray that our beloved Country 
shall be kept free from entangling al- 
liances which might tend to draw us 
into the squabbles of other nations. 


Engines of Propaganda Ready 


The American social order is not 
prepared to stand the shock, of another 
war, at this time. Participation in any 
war, in all probability, would bring 
about the destruction of democratic 
government in this part of the world. 


Because of the geographical position 
that we occupy, because of the type of 
government under which we live, be- 
cause of the providences of God which 
we have enjoyed in the past, because 
of our position in the prophetical Scrip- 
tures, the United States can be spared 
much of the suffering and misery com- 
ing upon other nations if Washington 
will maintain a policy of absolute neu- 
trality. 


Schemes are being hatched now, to 
eventually pull us into the alignment 
of nations, on the side of England, 
France and Soviet Russia. There can 
be no question but what there exists 
a deep aversion toward Germany, in of- 
ficial circles at Washington. This is 
due, of course, to Jewish complexion 
of the New Deal. 
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Should Call Upon God 


The nations of Europe should be told 
plainly, that they need never to expect 
military assistance from us again. We 
tried to help them during the tragic 
years of 1917 and 1918. We are not 
in position to finance another war at 
this time, for the very good reason that 
the last one has not been paid for! 


Moreover, too many little white 
crosses, row upon row, have already 
been planted on foreign soil. France 
and England should have little diffi- 
culty in understanding our reticence! 


Surely, in such a solemn hour, there 
is something in the soul of the Ameri- 
can people, collectively, capable of re- 
sponding to the call of God. Surely, 
our moral and spiritual forces are not 
so dissipated, that the cry of con- 
science is completely silenced. 


An international anti-Christ plot 
exists for the purpose of destroying 
the Christian religion and Christian 
civilization. It is not necessary for 
our people to understand all the rami- 
fications of this conspiracy — if they 
will only pray! Through mass prayer, 
spiritual forces can be releaSed, which 
will automatically disarm the destroyer. 


Day of Prayer Needed 


Let the mind of America be fixed 
upon a holy purpose. Let God-fearing 
people shoulder their responsibility in 
intercessory prayer. History is replete 
with instances of supernatural inter- 
vention, on behalf of nations that have 
been wise enough to seek the mind of 
God, in times of peril. 


In my opinion, the President of the 
United States could render no greater 
service, during these days of great un- 
certainty, than to call a Day of Special 
Prayer when all of our people could re- 
tire in their homes or to their places 
of public worship, and prostrate them- 
selves before their God, seeking that 
divine guidance, which comes only from 
above, in answer to the prayer of faith. 
Such an act, on the part of the Presi- 
dent, would make a lasting contribu- 
tion to the moral and spiritual stability 
of our nation. 

Some months ago, a Minister friend 
of mine took over 100,000 signed peti- 
tions to Washington, D. C. requesting

‘ Moscow Behind Czechoslovakia 


There were ocean depths, years of 
planning, behind the recent tension in 
Europe. Czechoslovakia, the Sudeten 
area, Adolf Hitler, Benito Mussolini, 
Finkelstein-Litvinoff, Dictator Benes 
and Neville Chamberlain, are mere 
chessmen on the board, moved about 
by the subterranean currents of action 
and reaction, which have been surging 
toward culmination for a long time. 


Concerning the Sudeten question, 
Reverend Charles Coughlin of Royal 
Oak, Michigan made this observation 
in the current issue of his magazine:

Millions to be Slaughtered 


Czechoslovakia has been a canal, ex- 
tending from Moscow into Central Eu- 
rope, ever since the nation was created 
at the close of the World War. 


Recognizing Czechoslovakia as a po- 
tential powder-barrel, the international 
Jews have evidently kept Benes busy 
tormenting and persecuting the Sudeten 
Germans, hoping to antagonize Ger- 
many into open warfare. 


Outstanding Jewish magazines, not- 
ably the American Hebrew, have re- 
cently boasted that their leaders be- 
hind the scenes in various governments, 
were ready to precipitate a struggle 
which would send “Europe to smash”.

Then the article names some of the 
powerful Jews, at work in the govern- 
ments of England, France and Russia, 
upon whom responsibility rests for car- 
rying out this plan! According to the 
American Hebrew, the job has been 
placed, to a great extent, in the hands 
of Hore-Belisha, Blum and Litvinoff. 
Events of the last few days have served 
to weaken this plan materially. 


Daniel and Ezekiel 


Two chapters of Bible prophecy stand- 
out, in the thinking of devout Chris- 
tians, as they watch world events shape 
up according to the prophetical pro- 
gram — Daniel 7 and Ezekiel 38. 


Daniel announced the resurrection 
of the Roman beast, just prior to the 
coming of the “Son of Man, with clouds 
of heaven’, Fascism is the spirit which 
has been breathed into the old Roman 
Empire, quickening it with new life. 


Students of Bible prophecy have 
written, for hundreds of years about 
this, as a major event to take place, 
before Christ would return to establish 
a — form of government on the 
earth. 


Ezekiel, on the other hand, experienc- 
ed a vision which, according to best 
Biblical scholarship, had to do with 
the rise of international Communism. 
There are four words in Ezekiel 38:1- 
8 which are full of meaning to all pro- 


phetical analyists — Gog, Chief, Me- 
shech and Tubal. 


Four Prophetic Words 


When God spoke through the lips 
of Ezekiel and used the world Gog, 
an unmistakable reference was made 
to the Red Menace of the twentieth 
century, or modern Communism. 


The second word is Chief. That is. 
the term used in the English version. 
But the Hebrew word behind the Eng- 
lish “Chief” is “Rosh”, Rosh is a pro- 
per noun, It is a root word of our 
modern word “Russia”. Thus, the seat 
of Gog’s power is identified as mo- 
dern Russia — or Rosh. 


The third word is Meshech. This is 
the root for our modern word ‘Mos- 
cow”, When the Reds came into power - 
twenty-one years ago, they moved the 
capital of Russia from old St. Peters- 
burg to Moscow, thus fulfilling the 38th 
chapter of Ezekiel. They have taken 
the Bible out of Russia but they have 
not taken themselves out of the Bible. 


The fourth word is Tubal, and it is 
the concensus of best opinion that this 
has to do with “Tobolsk”, referring to 
Siberia. 

Thus we see that behind present 
trends, a prophetic program is taking 
shape — reminding the child of God 
once more of Psalms 76:10, “Surely the 
wrath of man shall praise thee: the 
remainder of wrath shalt thou _ re- 
strain”. 








America Must Choose 


A Radio Address. . -

(THERE can be no question, but 

what the leaders at Washing- 
ton, are following a well defined 
course, the ultimate objective of 
which is to replace our form of 
constitutional government with 
some plan, patterned according to 
the systems of one-man dictation, 
now existing in Europe. 


Earl Browder, “front man” for the 
revolutionary forces of America, deliv- 
ered an address before a _ thousand 
members of the Communist Party in 
Portland, Oregon a few days ago. An 
Associated Press dispatch says these 
words: “Browder advised his follow- 
ers to go down the line for Roosevelt 
and the New Deal in the coming elec- 
tions. He said there were only two 
major parties in the United States to- 
day, the Roosevelt party and the anti- 
Roosevelt party.” 


Browder condemned Martin Dies for 
the recent hearings held at Washington 
in which the well known Texas Con- 
gressman allowed the facts about the 
seriousness of the Communist menace 


to get through to the public. Browder 
called Mr. Dies a Nazi. He called Vice- 
President Garner a Nazi. 


Here are Browder’s words: “I see a 
close kinship between Adolf Hitler and 
Congressman Dies and Jack Garner.” 


This, of course, is not the first time 
that patriotic leaders have been smezar- 
ed with the charge of Nazism! 


Calling Mr. Dies and Mr. Garner 
Nazis, reminds us that it is a part of 
Communist technique to smear all op- 
ponents of Communism with the charge 
of Fascism and Nazism.

the least, to see the Chief Executive of 
the United States jump from place to 
place, stumping the Country, like a 
fifth ward politician, participating in 
local primary elections. But if ever 
a man burned his fingers, Mr. Roose- 
velt is that man! Recent primary elec- 
tions have taught him that it is easier 
to control a politician on Capitol Hill 
oy tea it is to control a voter at the bal- 
ot 


The President justifies his intrusion 
into Senatorial campaigns on _ the 
grounds that he is opposing candidates 
who have repudiated the platform 
pledges of his Party. This argument 
is nothing but a smokescreen! 


How about his own repudiation of 
the pledge that “the old saloon or its 
equivalent”, would never be allowed to 
return under his administration? How 
about his promise to reduce the num- 
ber of bureaus, to cut expenditures, to 
protect and defend the Constitution — 
a document which he has since tried 
to relegate to the “days of the horse 
and buggy’? 


The plain truth is, the man in the 
White House wants a Congress which 
he can personally control. He wants 
a body of “yes-men”, upon whom he 
will be able, at all times, to impress 
his personal will. He wants only men 
around him, either Republicans or 
Democrats, whose minds he can domi- 
nate. 


His participation in the Senatorial 
primaries was one of the most im- 
moral political acts we have witnessed 
during the present generation. 


In the year 1792, when the thirteen 
colonies had thrown off the British 
yoke, an attempt was made by a candi- 
date for Congress to pull George Wash- 
ington into a certain local -electiyn. 
John Mercer passed out the word that 
President Washington would like to 
see him, elected to the Congress. 


Washington wasted no time in con- 
demning the suggestion that he, the 
Chief Executive, should use the influ- 
ence of his powerful office, in promot- 
ing the personal fortunes of any candi- 
date. He announced that under no cir- 
cumstances should the Executive “in- 
terfere directly or indirectly with the 
suffrages of the people in the choice 
of their representatives”. 


Addressing himself plainly to John 
Mercer, Washington said these words: 


“The exercise of such executive influ- 
ence, however remote, would be highly 
improper as the people ought to be 
entirely free to choose whom they 
please to represent them in Congress.” 


When that freedom of choice is de- 
nied, representative government will 
perish. 


A Secret Plan 


Back on June 27, 1934 when the New 
Deal was yet in its infancy, Postmaster 
James Farley delivered an address be- 
fore the Rotary Club at Detroit, Michi- 
gan in which he dropped the following 
significant remark. Said Mr. Farlev: 
“The President’s head is cool and his 
feet are on the ground. His plan was 
set out for him before he was nomi- 
nated”, 


“His plan was worked out for hima, 
before he was nominated!”

The bulwark of 
civilization, the hope of America’s 
future, is in its Christian homes. 


Home is the one spot where is con- 
centrated the largest percentage of 
earthly interests. The thousands of 
people who go through our streets to- 
day, will each seek some place of shel- 
ter that they call home tonight. There 
will be those who drive in costly cars 
to magnificent palaces with brilliant 
lights, costly furniture, with works of 
art hanging on the walls, and servants 
awaiting their coming. 


There will be others who walk the 
frosty pavements of the cold streets in 
the winter time, hungry and half-starv- 
ed, ragged with bleeding feet and ach- 
ing hearts, whose homes are damp cel- 
lars, dreary basements, or rickety gar- 
rets; there will be no music, no smile, 
no costly foods awaiting them — noth- 
ing but misery, with a crust of bread 
and a bed of straw, and yet these plac- 
es with all their wretchedness are the 
homes of human beings. 


Our homes are streams which con- 
stantly pour forth currents, either to 
brighten or blight the land. They 
should be centers of all that is noble, 
Godly, inspiring, and great. Home 
ought to be the most sacred place in 
the world — a place with which we 
associate the most pleasant memories. 


Wrecked Homes and Crime Waves 


A while back in Kansas City, an 
Unitarian preacher by the name of L. 
M. Birkhead performed a “companion- 
ate marriage” for a young man and the 
daughter of a Communist propagandist. 
The moral pulse of the American peo- 
ple may be tested by the fact that this 
disgraceful act became front-page pub- 
licity across the continent. 


Marriage and divorce statistics from 


the department of Commerce Bureau of . 
Census, Washington, D. C., show cause 


for alarm. These figures come as a 
heart-breaking revelation to those who 
are concerned over the seriousness of 
the present moral sag.

1935 1,327,000 218,000 
1934 1,302,000 204,000 
1933 1,098,000 165,000 
1932 981,903 160,338 
1931 1,060,914 183,664 
1930 1,126,856 191,591 
1929 1,232,559 201,468 
1928 1,182,497 195,939 
1927 1,201,053 192,037 


During 1936 we had over 25,000 di- 
vorces in America. In Colorado one 
out of every 3.1 marriages failed. In 
Idaho, one out of every 1.9 marriages 
failed. In Michigan, one out of every 
8.7 marriages failed. In Iowa, one out 
of .2 marriages failed. These failures 
do not include annulments. 


In 1985 we were called to face the 
fact that in the United States, one out 
of every six marriages failed. In 1936 
one out of every five marriages failed. 
During the last ten years we have had 
over two million divorces in this Coun- 
try. 


If these homes were broken up, with- 
out affecting anybody except the men 
involved, that 
would be bad enough. But here is the 
tragedy — out of this domestic wreck- 
age comes thousands of young men and 
women to fill juvenile courts, reform 
schools, and even penitentiaries with 
youthful bandits. Out of these homes 
come bandit queens and harlots. Out 
of these homes come diseased bodies. 
Out of these homes come drug addicts 
and drunkards. Out of these homes 
come crime waves with the added tax 
debts for decent people to pay. 


Edgar Hoover, in a recent newspaper 
article, made the statement that 81 per 
cent of our criminals are young men 
and women, under twenty years of age. 
In spite of the war against crime, now 
being carried on by city, state and gov- 
ernment officials. murderers and rob- 
bers spring up over night. Certainly 
this should prove that the source of 
the trouble lies deeper than the mere 


capture and conviction of the crim- 
inal, Whatever is wrong, is terribly 
wrong! Bzck of these dislocated moral 
conditions, there must be an adequate 
cause. 


As goes the home, so goes the na- 
tion! We admit that the modern Min- 
istry has failed to probe the conscience 
of the people on the subject of home 
by either remaining silent, or by mak- 
ing it a theme for silly jesting from 
the pulpit. It may be that they do 
not preach about God’s plan for the 
home, for the same reason that a cer- 
tain colored preacher said he never 
liked to preach on stealing chickens. 
He said it threw such a coldness over 
the pews. Scriptural language is un- 
mistakable in its instruction concern- 
ing marriage and the relationship of 
husband and wife. 


I have no apologies to make or ex- 
planations to give, for taking the plain 
written words of the Old and New Tes- 
taments, as the final and highest au- 
thority known to men on this important 
subject. 


Marriage, the noblest of all human 
contracts, originally celebrated in the 
Garden of Eden, when God the Father 
placed approval on the first marriage 
by providing Adam with a companion. 
God in that hour, made one man, for 
one woman. To change that order, is

to try to change the law of God — 
and always brings heartaches, 


Though we may not be able to afford 
expensive and luxurious mansions in 
which to live, yet the humblest dwell- 
ing can be adorned according to the in- 
dividual tastes, until it becomes one 
of the sweetest and most charming 
places in the world. Much depends 
upon the mental attitude of the man 
and woman toward one another. But 
more depends upon their united atti- 
tude toward God. Both parties must 
resolve firmly that, at all costs, they 
are going to make their contract a 
success. 

Certainly it should be the ambition 
of every young man, to establish a com- 
fortable and permanent home. It should 
be the ambition of every young woman 
to be a true and devoted wife. 

Marriage is a serious step and should 
never be taken lightly. Too often we 
hear the words, “Oh, well, if I don’t 
make a go of it, I can always get a 
divorce” — and the result is that many 
are not making a go of it. They ap- 
proach the matter with a wrong heart 
and mental attitude. 

It is a mistake to marry against the 
.Word of God. To do so will certainly 
bring grief. “For whatsoever a man 
soweth that shall he also reap.” Con- 
trary to opinion, there are some things 
worsc in life than a young girl living 
and dying an old maid — and one of 
them is marrying the wrong man. 

The Scriptures are plain: ‘Be ye not 
unequally yoked together with unbe- 
lievers: for what fellowship hath righf- 
eousness with unrighteousness and 
what communion hath light with dark- 
ness? And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath he that 
believeth with an infidel? And what 
agreement hath the temple of God with 
idols? for ye are the temple of the 
living God; as God hath said, I will 
dwell in them and walk in them; and I 
will be their God, and they shall be my 
people.” 





Clean Lives and Happy Homes 


Certainly marriage is a yoke. If 
more people would take the above pas- 
sage of Scripture seriously, there would 
be fewer broken homes, 


As a Minister, I have never know- 
ingly asked the blessing of God upon 
the marriage of a Christian girl to a 
non-Christian man, or a Christian man 
and a non-Christian girl. I will ask 
the blessing of God upon the marriage 
of two unsaved people or two Christian 
people, but never will I disobey the 
Word of God which says, “Be not un- 
equally yoked together with unbeliev- 
ers”, and, as I say, marriage is cer- 
tainly a yoke. 


Let more people take this passage to 
heart and obey it, and there can be 
more domestic happiness! I have had 
saved young women say to me, “I know 
he drinks a little, and I know he is un- 
saved, but I am going to reform him.” 
No man will marry a woman to reform 
her! And any young man who is fit 
to marry, will admire and respect, and 
want for a companion, the girl who de- 
mands that he discipline himself ac- 
cording to the plain teaching of the 
Word of God. 


We can readily see then, in order to 
have an rndefiled marriage that will 
enjoy the blessing of God, both men and 
women must be clean in their habits 
and living. 

It is not enough to believe in God: 
we must also believe in Christ. “Ye 
believe in God, believe also in me.” No 
home can be its best without Christ. 
The presence of the Lord Jesus should 
be sought before every wedding cere- 
mony and certainly at the beginning of 
every day thereafter. 


Without Him the welcome Guest in 
the home day after day, even the high- 
est expression of affection and devo- 
tion will fail to provide what is need- 
to satisfy hungry hearts. “God is 
ove. 


We realize we are living in a day 
when equality of sex is being strongly 
emphasized. And so-called equality 
that breeds disrespect on the part of 
— for womanhood should be avoid- 
ed. 
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The question arises — Why should 
a woman be in subjection to her hus- 
band? There are many reasons, but 
this does not mean that the man is 
licensed to wound the woman thruugh 
duplicity or unkindness, 


First, the woman was the last in 
creation. “For Adam was first formed, 
then Eve.” (I Timothy 2:13) Second, 
woman was the first in the Fall. (I 
Timothy 2:14) Third, she was made 
for the man and not the man for the 
woman. “For the man is not of the 
woman; but the woman of the man. 
Neither was the man created for the 
woman; but the woman for the man.” 
(I Corinthians 11:8,9) Fourth, from 
the very nature of things when two or 
more persons are associated together, 
there must be a head. 


Anything that has two heads is a 
monstrosity and you usually find them 
in circuses and museums. They are 
frequently pickled or mounted, because 
they are short lived. 


We cannot ignore God’s order in 
New Testament Grace any more than 
we can in nature. The subjection of 
a woman is not a matter of inferiority, 
but rather a divine order. Christ is 
subject to the Father, but he is not 
inferior to Him. “I and my father are 
one.” 


So the woman is equal to her hus- 
band and even superior to him in many 
ways, but her sphere is different. Ev- 
ery family must have a head, and God 
chose to invest the headship in the 
husband and not in the wife. 


Last, but not least, it is the plain, 
positive and emphatic teaching of the 
Scripture. “For the husband is the 
head of the wife, even as Christ is the 
head of the church: and he is the sav- 
iour of the body.” (Ephesians 5:23). 


“But I would have you know, that 
the head of every man is Christ; and 
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the head of the woman is the man; 
and the head of Christ is God.” (I Cor- 
inthians 11:3) 


Responsibilities of the Man 


Man is responsible for his home 
whether he wants to be or not! The 
primary duty of a husband is to love 
his wife. “Husbands, love your wives, 
and be not bitter against them.” Love 
is to govern his conduct toward the 
mate of his bosom. Through love the 
husband is to win his wife, even as 
Christ has won His Church. 


Let a man sacrifice for his wife 
even as Christ has sacrificed for His 
Bride. A loving husband should show 
the tokens of affection that every true 
wife enjoys, by continuing to treat her 
with the same gentle thoughtfulness, 
affection and devotion, with which he 
won her, as a bride. 


Too many husbands, after marriage, 
become slouchy in dress and unkempt, 
in appearance, forgetting the kiss, the 
smile, the cheering compliment, the 
gentle feeling that caused her to love 
him when she was his bride. 


Love will starve, 

If it isn’t fed, 

When true hearts pray, 
For their daily bread. 


Colossians 3:19 tells us that a hus- 
band should not be bitter toward his 
wife. He should discipline his conver- 
sation. He should never speak sharp, 
cutting words to her. On the other 
hand, a wife praised by a kindly word, 
may save the home from a serious 
breach. 


It is of little avail to place flowers 
on a companion’s coffin when you have 
failed to strew them on the path dur- 
ing the routine of daily life. When fel- 
lowship has been broken, let there be 
confession to each other, and let for- 
giveness be granted for the wrong. 


After the fall in the Garden of Eden, 
it was ordained that man should work 
to provide food for the family. It was 
to Adam and not to Eve, that God said: 
“And unto Adam he said, Because thou 
hast hearkened unto the voice of thy 
wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of 
which I commanded thee .. . and thou 
shalt eat the herb of the field; In the 
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sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread.” 
(Genesis 3:17-19) 


“But if any — not for his own, 
and specially for those of his own 
house, he hath denied the faith, and 
is worse than an infidel.” (I Timothy 
5:8) Certainly a man should provide 
for the temporal wants of his wife as 
liberally as he provides for his own. 
The man who becomes indifferent and 
does not care for the needs of his fam- 
ily is classed as being worse than an 
infidel. 


Again, in first Corinthians we read 
that every true husband will strive to 
please his wife. “But he that is mar- 
ried careth for the things that are of 
the world, how he may please his wife.” 
It ought to be the highest ambition of 
every man, to make his wife the hap- 
piest woman in the world. 


The joy that he showers upon her, 
will in turn bring joy to his own soul. 
For her sake, a true husband will give 
up any evil habit, seek to build ‘the 
highest type of manhood, and utilize 
every talent so as to make a record 
for which his wife may be truly proud. 
He ought to win a place in the heart 
of his wife which is only next to her 
Saviour. 


Mutual Responsibilities 


The Bible standard provides that the 
husband shall dwell with his wife. “For 
this cause shall a man leave his father 
and mother, and shall be joined unto 
his wife, and they two shall be one 
flesh.” (Ephesians 5:31). 


“Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving 
honour unto the wife, as unto the weak- 
er vessel, and as being heirs together 
of the grace of life; that your prayers 
be not hindered.” (I Peter 3:7) 


This command was made to the hus- 
band and not to the wife, for the sim- 
ple reason that the woman’s interests 
are naturally in the home. For her to 
desert the home, should simply be out 
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of the question! We are wondering 
how some of these frizzle-topped, spit- 
curled, bobbed-haired, bebbed-skirted 
half-painted wives, will answer to Got 
and conscience for neglecting their 
families, running here and there, and 
letting their husbands and children suf 
fer. A woman’s first concern, at all 
oe should be in the welfare of her 
ome, 


The command is that the husband 
shall dwell with his wife. There are 
reasons why a husband’s work may 
take him away from home, but as far 
as possible he is to spend his time with 
his wife — not at the club, not at the 
pool hall, not at the beer garden. Hus- 
bands dwell with your wives! They 
need your company, your love, your 
encouragement, and your protection. 


The husband and father, should he 
the high priest of the home. The Lord 
properly held man accountable for the 
sin in the Garden of Eden, though the 
woman took the lead. The man is the 
head! 

Eli was an example of a slacker fa- 
ther. In the book of first Samuel we 
read that the sons of Eli knew not the

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Lord. ‘Now the sons of Eli were sons 
‘of Belial; they knew not the Lord.” 
The passage says that Eli was aware 
‘that his sons were guilty of great sin. 


' “Now Eli was very old, and heard 
all that his sons did unto all Israel; 
and how they lay with the women that 
assembled at the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation.” 


' When we come to chapter 3, verses 
12-13, we find that Jehovah held Eli 
accountable for the sins of his house- 
hold, because he had not exercised pro- 
per discipline. “In ‘that day I will per- 
ferm against Eli all things which I 
have spoken concerning his house: 
when I begin, I will also make an end. 
For I have told him that I will judge 
his house forever for the iniquity which 


he knoweth; because his sons made- 


themselves vile, and he restrained them 
not.” 


The blame for broken homes, im- 
modest dress and fashion mad wives, 
— the whole trend of evil, which has 
crossed American civilization, must be 
charged primarily to slackers, shirkers, 
and quitters, we are not willing to as- 
sume the responsibility of manhood, 
and bear the burden which God laid 
upon men as heads of families. 


If your son turns out to be a kidnap- 
per, you are to blame. If your daugh- 
ter turns out to be a harlot, you are 
to blame. If your family does not live 
within its income; if they do not serve 
the Lord in sincerity and truth, the 
responsibility rests first of all upon 
you. 

If your family has missed the bless- 
ings of a family altar, devotions at the 
table, prayers in the home, God holds 
you accountable! If you have not won 
your wife and children to the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, to follow Him in spirit and 
truth, you have failed as a husband 
and father. How great is the honor 
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of a husband and how heavy are his 
responsibilities, 


Any man who reads these words, and 
is not willing to take the place that 
God has assigned to him, is not fit to 
marry — much less to bring helpless 
children into the world. Only a work 
of Divine Grace can make a man what 
es ~— to be, as a father and hus- 

and. 


Responsibilities of the Woman 


It is a high honor to be chosen as a 
wife of a good man. If home is to be 
a type of heaven, the wife must be in 
subjection to her husband. 


The Bible plan of marriage provides 
that the wife shall be exalted as queen 
of the home. Every thoughtful wife 
will want to make her life and career 
one of success and blessing. If the 
average woman knew and cared what 
God expected her attitude to be, toward 
her husband, she would be careful 
about accepting the first man that 
comes along, and if she were more 
careful, marriages would last longer 
and be happier. 


“Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as it is fit in the Lord.” 
(Colossians 3:18) “Wives submit your- 
selves unto your own husbands, as un- 
to the Lord. For the husband is the 
head of the wife, even as Christ is the 
head of the church: and he is the sav- 
oy of the body.” (Ephesians 5:22- 


Wives are to be in subjection to their 
husbands as it is fitting in the Lord. 
There are limitations to a woman’s 
subjection. The subjection that God 
requires is not absolute. The wife’s 
subjection is “in the Lord”, and_ it 
should be made plain to every man, 
that according to Scripture, the hus- 
band can only expect his wife to be 
in subjection to him as he submits to 
the Lord. 


No man has a right to ask his wife 
to be a partaker of sinful practices; 
no husband has a right to forbid his 
wife to read the Bible, conduct family 
worship, or attend the church of her 
choice when he himself will not take 
the lead in religious matters. If a hus- 
band exceeds his authority and de- 
mands what is wrong, the wife must 
obey God rather than man. 


A wife who lets her husband inter- 
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fere with her duties toward God, sins 
against God, against herself, and 
against her husband, and the husband 
will think less of her for doing so! The 
moment a woman steps down to some 
low moral level to please her husband, 
she loses influence with her husband. 


However, a wife should be in sub- 
jection even to an unsaved husband, 
as long as he does not interfere with 
her worship. Husbands and wives lose 
their respect for one another when they 
get out of the divine order; therefore, 
I say, that subjection is woman’s right- 
ful place, and she is happiest when 
abiding by the Scriptural plan. Be- 
sides, a true husband values and ad- 
mires his wife for her sweet submis- 
siveness, and tries all the harder to be 
good and faithful, 


The wife is to reverence her husband. 
“Nevertheless let everyone of you in 
particular so love his wife even as him- 
self; and the wife see that she rever- 
ence her husband.” (Ephesians 5:38) 
It does not say that the husband is 
worthy of reverence, nor that he de- 
serves it, but the Bible does teach that 
wives should give it. “For after this 
manner in the old time the holy women 
also, who trusted in God, adorned them- 
selves, being in subjection unto their 
own husbands: Even as Sara obeyed 
Abraham, calling him lord: whose 
daughters ye are, as long as ye do 
well, and are not afraid with any 
amazement.” (I Peter 3:5-6) 


Some homes are mete hovels, They 
are anything but a suggestion of the 
heavenly home. Yet they can be made 
beautiful and happy by proper co- 
operation on the part of both parties.. 
A woman should never let the husband 
come home at the end of a day of toil 
and find the morning dishes in the sink 
and no meal ready to brighten his eve- 
ning. Do not allow the home to look 
like a junk shop. 


Many times the most tender love has 
been lost because of disorder, neglect 
and mismanagement. Bad houseKkeep- 
ing will soon drive the last vestige of 
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romance out of any home. First, last 
and always a true and devoted wife is 
a real homemaker. 


It should be her chief delight to make 
the home beautiful. The wife should 
strive to make the dwelling so fascinat- 
ing that all the family will adore the 
place and want to spend every possible 
hour in loving, happy fellowship. 


All the Christian happiness, the sal- 
vation of children, the prosperity of 
home, and fhe peace of life, depends 
first of all upon one being a Christian 
and then abiding by the plain com- 
mandments of the Scriptures. 


God has not left us alone in these 
matters. He has told us how to “Set 
Thine House in Order”. 








The End of the World

(THE expression “the end of the 

world” occurs in the English 
Bible, Authorized Version, five 
times—all in the Gospel according 
to Saint Matthew. 


It occurs in the nineteenth Psalm and 
in the tenth chapter of First Corinthi- 
ans, but in a somewhat different sense. 
However, the use of the expression has 
become quite common. 


People sometimes speak flippantly 
about “the end of the world”. Many 
have a misconception of what the 
phrase means. They seem to think that 
the material earth in which we live, will 
come to an end, in the sense that it 
will be annihilated, blotted out of ex- 
istence. 


The Bible nowhere teaches that this 

lanet will ever cease to exist. It will 

marvelously changed, but will not 
cease to exist. 


Now let us examine a few of the 
passages which bear upon the subject. 
- - - In the five passages of Matthew, 
the Greek word translated “world” is 
aion. It means “age”—in the sense of 
a period of time. 


Three of the passages are in the 
thirteenth chapter, where our Lord is 
teaching by means of the parable of the 
wheat and tares. He says; “The 
harvest is the end of the world”. J.N. 
Darby translates this to read, “The 
completion of the age”. And in my 
judgment there is no more accurate 
translation than that of Darby, al- 
though I will probably continue to use 
the language of the Authorized Version 
as long as I live. 

In the twenty-fourth chapter of 
Matthew, the disciples asked Christ 
about the signs of His coming and “the 
end of the world”. Here, too, the word 
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is aion, age. The fifth and last time 
the term is used, we have that blessed 
promise of our Lord in Matthew twen- 
ty-eight, that He will be with us to 
“the end of the world”, that is to “the 
completion of the age”, 


So, none of these passages mean “the 
end of the world” in the sense of the 
annihilation of the material earth. The 
= earth will never be annihi- 
a ° ° 


Let us examine a few passages 
written under the inspiration of the 
Holy Spirit, as recorded in the third 
chapter of Second Peter. He teaches 
that the return of our Lord to this 
earth will be disbelieved by many in 
the last days. They will ask taunting- 
ly: “Where is the promise of His 
coming?” They will say: “All things 
continue as they were”. 


The Holy Spirit tells us that such 
men are willingly ignorant of the fact 
“that by the word of God” the heavens 
and the earth exist, and that divine 
= once destroyed the earth by a 


Then He goes on to say, that the 
same earth is now “kept in store, re- 
served unto fire’, And that “the 
heavens shall pass away with a great 
noise, and the elements shall melt with 
fervent heat, the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall be burned 
up”. Again we read: “The heavens 
being on fire shall be dissolved, and the 
elements shall melt with fervent heat. 
Nevertheless we (Christians), accord- 
ing to His promise, look for new 
heavens and a new earth, wherein 
dwelleth righteousness”. 


The gist of the teaching is this... 
This earth was once destroyed. by 
means of a flood; and the same earth 
will pass through a second destruction 
by means of fire. But when the earth 
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was destroyed by water, humans and 
beasts were destroyed, a remnant be- 
ing saved. So will it be when the earth 
is destroyed by fire, wicked men and 
many beasts will be destroyed, but a 
remnant will be saved. 


We are not told how they are to be 
saved. We may safely leave that in 
the hands of God. Then we are to 
look for a new heaven and a new earth, 
the new earth being peopled by God’s 
earthly people. We who constitute the 
Church (called-out-ones), the body and 
bride of Christ, will be in heaven, but 
bein reign with Christ over the 
earth. 


No doubt the saints will be actually 
on the earth much of the time. They 
will be given responsibility proportion- 
ed to their faithfulness in serving our 
Lord in this age. 


Study the parable of the pounds in 
Luke nineteen; and also the parable 
of the talents in Matthew twenty-five. 
Note the Lord’s promise in Revelation 
22:12. 

John was given a vision of “a new 
heaven and a new earth”. He saw a 
throne and heard the voice of God say: 
“Behold, I make all things new”. Read 
Isaiah 65:17 and 66:22. God says the 
“new earth” shall remain forever.

[THE outstanding characteristic 
of Antichrist is his diabolical 
“deceivableness”’. 


As the active and adept agent of the 
“Father of Lies” himself, Antichrist es- 
tablishes his tyrannical rule by the 
clever exercise of all the arts of decep- 
tion and dissimulation. He is a master 
at the art of camouflage, of hoodwink- 
ing and gulling the people. In order to 
deceive the people, he disguises him- 
self as an “angel of light”. 


It is significant that Communists in 
America today are practicing the tac- 
tics of Antichrist. No longer do the 
reds parade in their true colors. No 
longer do they state honestly and frank- 
ly their aims. No longer do they make 
open warfare against American insti- 
tutions. No longer do they harshly and 
bitterly denounce the Church. 


The Trojan Horse 


Two years ago, Earl Browder, Com- 
munist presidential candidate in 1932 
-and 1936, gave the comrades “official 
orders” to “soft pedal’ their attacks on 
religion. Browder explained that the 
purpose of this “change of front’ is 
to deceive Christian people into be- 
lieving that Communists are friends of 
“religious liberty” and apostles of 
“peace”. By putting over this false 
propaganda, the reds seek to secure 
the support of millions of Christians in 
their “united front” movement which 
aims to defend the interests of Soviet 
Russia, while fomenting revolution in 
all non-communist countries. 


Long ago, Lenin advised, ‘“Commun- 
ism in the United States will be built 
by non-Communists”. And again he 
said, “Communism will be put across 
not by Communists, but by non-Com- 
munist aid societies.” In the United 
States today, there are literally hun- 
dreds of “liberal” and “pacifist” 
groups which actually function as 
“non-Communist aid societies”. These 
the the agencies depended upon by the 
Soviet strategists to put across red re- 
volt in our nation. 


William Z. Foster, red presidential 
candidate in 1928, and present chair- 
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man of the Communist Party, has open- 
ly said, “We Communists know how to 
get things bought and paid for by 
others”. 


The strategy of disguising Commun- 
ism as “twentieth century American- 
ism” did not originate with either 
Comrade Browder or Comrade Foster. 
All Soviet plans are originally formu- 
lated in Moscow. In August, 1935, the 
ace publicist of the Communist Inter- 
national, Comrade Dimitroff, told the 
Communist World Congress that the 
new Soviet strategy would be an ap- 
lication of the ancient and cowardly 
“Trojan horse” technique. 


He said, “Comrades, you will remem- 
ber the ancient tale of the capture of 
Troy. Troy was inaccessible to the 
armies attacking her, thanks to her im- 
pregnable walls. And the attacking 
army was unable to achieve victory un- 
til, with the aid of the famous Trojan 
Horse, it managed to penetrate to the 
very heart of the enemy’s camp. We 
revolutionary workers, it seems to me, 
should not be shy of using the same 
tactics”. 


“Practice Trickery” 


America proved herself impregnable 
to the direct, frontal attacks of reds. 
The Communists came to realize that 
they could not overthrow our govern- 
ment by open revolutionary violence. 
Hence, they decided to try different 
“tactics”. Following Comrade Dimit- 
roff’s instructions, they have gone to 
work building a “People’s Front”—a 
Trojan horse—in which they can hide 
while penetrating “to the very heart 
of” our nation. Having failed in their 
program to conquer by outright force, 
the reds are seeking to conquer by 
stealth, by cunning, and treachery. 


Comrade O. Kuusinen, another lead- 
ing Soviet spokesman at the World Con- 
gress, said bluntly, ““We want to attack 
our class enemies in the rear”. They 
want to get America off guard, and 
then when we are not looking, stab us 
in the back! Only constant vigilance 
and alertness of Christian patriots ev- 
erywhere can save us from that fate. 


Before his death, Lenin counseled his 
followers in all non-Communist coun- 
tries that they must be prepared “to 
practice trickery, to employ cunning 
. « . to sometimes even overlook or 
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conceal the truth—and by every and all 
means carry on the work of Commun- 
ism”, 

At the Tenth National Convention of 
the Communist Party, U. S. A., held 
in New York City in May and June of 
this year, Earl Browder instructed the 
reds to pose as upholders of Democracy 
and of Peace. They are, from now on, 
to call their “united front” a “demo- 
cratic front”, They are to present 
themselves to the American public as 
“friends” and “defenders” of American- 
ism. 

Browder libelously claimed, “The 
Communist Party . . . continuing the 
traditions of 1776... is really entitled 
to designate itself as ‘sons and daugh- 
ters of the American revolution’... 
Communism is twentieth century 
Americanism”. 


The Lie Method 

It was only a few years ago that 
the reds were honestly revealing their 
real sentiments toward the American 
flag. Appearing before a Congression- 
al investigating committee in 1930, 
Communist leader, William Z. Foster, 
declared defiantly, “The workers of this 
country and the workers of every coun- 
try have only one flag and that is the 
red flag ... all capitalist flags are 
flags of the capitalist class, and we 
owe no allegiance to them.” 

Yet, today, Comrade Foster joins 
with Earl Browder in solemnly swear- 
ing, “We communists love our country”. 
The comrades try to make us believe 
that this means that they love Ame- 
rica and the Stars and Stripes. But 
the fact is that all Communists look 
upon the Soviet Union as their “father- 
land”. Comrade Foster made this clear 
in his testimony before the Congres- 
sional committee when he said flatly 
that “the more advanced (Communist) 
workers” in America “look upon the 
Soviet Union as their country.” 

When the reds speak tenderly and 
touchingly of “Americanism” and

“Democracy” what they really refer 
to is Soviet Communism. Browder 
indicated this when he said at a mass 
meeting in Boston last year, “Our Com- 
munist Party has been able to become 
so thoroughly American precisely be- 
cause it has nurtured itself upon the 
teachings of the greatest thinkers of 
the world, Marx, Engels, Lenin and 
Stalin.” 


The propaganda technique of the 
Communists is to “Bolshevize” Ameri- 
canism. Browder seeks to “fuse” the 
American tradition with the ‘“Lenin- 
ist line”. He seeks to combine the 
Communist forces with the “liberal” 
elements within the Democratic party 
(which until 1982 was the party of 
Jeffersonian Democracy) and create a 
new agency of political advancement 
for Sovietism. Browder declared that 
the Communist aim was “a complete 
amalgamation of Jefferson’s teachings 
with those of Marx, Engels, Lenin and 
Stalin.” That he said, for the present, 
“is the complete program of the Com- 
munist Party”. 


Browder concluded his most import- 
ant address at the convention by de- 
claiming, ‘“‘We express this fusion of 
the American tradition with Socialism 
when we sing ‘The Star Spangled 
Banner’ and ‘The International’ to- 
gether, when we decorate our platform 
today with the flag of democracy... 
and the red flag of the socialist revolu- 
tion. That is the meaning of our 
slogan, ‘Communism is Twentieth 
Century Americanism’.” 

Like Stalin, Browder uses the term 
Socialism, rather than Communism, to 
describe the aims and nature of Bol- 
shevism. In the new Soviet Consti- 
tution, Stalin declares that the Soviet 
Union is a “socialist society” and re- 
peatedly he calls the handiwork of the 
Communist Party “the achievement of 
Socialism”. For the past several years, 
Browder has used the term Socialism 
to describe the aims and activities of 
the Communist Party in America. 


Orders From Moscow 


For several years, too, the reds in 
America have been seeking a conveni- 
ent method of changing the name of 
their Party entirely. Even before the 
1936 election, they announced that they 


would gladly drop their name and em- 
body their organization within a 
“Farmer-Labor Party”. They are still 
hoping that a “Farmer-Labor”’ political 
set-up will be available by 1940, so 
that they may hide and cloak them- 
selves within a political organization 
possessed of so innocuous and innocent- 
sounding a name. 


The Communists involve themselves 
in all sorts of contradictions as they 
frantically scurry for cover, in an ef- 
fort to hide their identity and true 
intentions. For instance, Comrade 
Browder has frequently denied that he 
and his fellow reds “take orders from 
Moscow”. Yet the International Com- 
munist (French edition, August 5, 
1935) laid down the judgment, “Those 
who say we Communists do not take 
orders from Moscow are against the 
proletarian state. It proves they are 
allied to the bourgeoisie . . . and are 
the enemy of the proletariat class. To 
receive orders from Moscow, as Dimit- 
roff said, is to follow the example of 
Lenin and Stalin.” 


Comrade Foster and other red wit- 
nesses before the Congressional Com- 
mittee in 1930 made it quite clear that 
reds in America are completely sub- 
servient to the Moscow international- 
ists. After hearing their testimony, 
the conclusion was reached, “The Com- 
munists in the United States openly 
admit their allegiance to the Commun- 
ist International at Moscow, and glory 
in the fact that they obey the orders 
issued from there immediately and 
yal (Page 9, House Report No. 


Browder continually endeavors to 
put over the propaganda that the reds 
do not seek the violent overthrow of 
American institutions. Posing as a “so- 
cial pacifist”, he alleges that the whole 
Soviet scheme is to be put over “peace- 
fully” and by “democratic methods”. 
Such claims are, of course, directly 
counter to the teachings of Lenin, 
whom Browder still professes to fol- 
low. In his booklet, Problems of Lenin- 
ism, Joseph Stalin states bluntly that 
it is either “madness” or “open and 
gross repudiation of the proletarian 
revolution” to contend that “the revolu- 
tion can be carried out peacefully 
within the framework of bourgeois 
democracy.” 


Hence, in the eyes and in the judg- 
ment of Stalin, Browder is either a 
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mad-man or a traitor to the revolution 
if he seriously and sincerely believes 
that Bolshevism can be put over with- 
out bloodshed. Naturally, Stalin knows 
that Browder is just bluffing, just try- 
ing to deceive and trick the American 
people. 

The Browder-Stalin scheme is to de- 
lude the American people into be- 
lieving that red revolution is a “peace- 
ful”, “democratic” program. We thus 
—the reds figure—can be led to the 
slaughter like dumb, unsuspecting 
cattle. We are supposed to embark up- 
on the road to revolution, bemused with 
the sweet sophistries of Browder pre- 
tending that the Soviet way leads to 
peace and plenty, rather than civil war 
and chaos.

The Crusades—;;" Conditions In The Near East

HISTORY informs us that the 

Crusades were a series of 
wars, waged by men who wore on 
their garments the badge of the 
Cross as a pledge, binding them 
to rescue the Holy Land and the 
Sepulchre of Christ from Moham- 
medanism. 


From 1096 to 1212 A. D. European 
Crusaders persisted in their passionate 
efforts to conquer permanently the 
Islamic world and to establish Christian 
rule in the Holy Land. There were 
nine distinct Crusades during that 
period, and some certain minor in- 
vasions which were in the nature of 
Crusades. 


In 1095 A. D., action was realized for 
the first time when, after listening to 
the burning eloquence of Urban II. at 
the council of Clermont, the assembled 
multitude with one voice welcomed the 
sacred war as the will of God. 


The Crusade preached by Peter the 
Hermit, and solemnly sanctioned by 
Urban, was rendered possible by the 
combination of Papal authority as an ex- 
pression of irresistible popular convic- 
tion. This authority was the neces- 
sary result of the old imperial tradition 
of Rome. 


Those were the days when the power 
of religious leaders frequently over- 
shadowed that of the mightiest sov- 
ereigns, It was exercised with 
monastic austerity by Gregory the 
Great; It was wielded with the 
ability of a consummate _ general 


by Gregory VII., Hildebrand. Judged 
by present standards, we can not al- 
ways be proud of Christian leaders 
of the past but we should remember 
that it is well nigh impossible to ap- 
preciate their problems from the van- 
tage point of the twentieth century.

Religious leadership had become ca- 
pable of setting vast armies in motion, 
end of raising to a white heat the fire 
of a popular sentiment which had al- 
ready been kindled.

From the historian 
George W. Cox, M. A., we have the 
description of the Hermit who began 
his fiery propaganda of vengeance on 
the infidel, in 1094 A. D.

mean in person, he was yet filled with 
a fire which would not stay, and the 
horrors which were burnt in upon his 
soul were those which would most sure- 
ly stir the conscience and rouse the 
wrath of his hearers. 





“His fiery appeals carried every- 
thing before them. Wherever he went, 
rich and poor, aged and _ young, 
the knight and the peasant, throng- 
ed around the emaciated  strang- 
er, who with his head and feet bare, 
rode on his ass, carrying a huge cruci- 
fix. That form, of which they beheld 
the bleeding sign, he declared he had 
himself seen; nay, he had received 
from the Saviour a letter which had 
fallen down from heaven. He appeal- 
ed to every feeling which may stir the 
heart of mankind generally, to every 
motive which shculd have special power 
with all faithful Christians. 


“He called upon them for the deliver- 
ance of the land which was the cradle of 
their faith, for the punishment of the 
barbarian who had dared to defile it, 
for the rescue of the brethren who were 
the victims of his tyranny. The 
vehemence which choked his own ut- 
terances became contagious; his sobs 
and groans called forth the tears and 
cries of the vast crowds who hung upon 
his words, and who greedily devoured 
the harrowing accounts of the pilgrims 
whom Peter brought forward as wit- 
nesses to the truth of his picture.” 


Who Were the Crusaders? 


Sixty thousand men and women 
caring little about the means by which 
their ends could be attained, insisted 
that Peter the Hermit should lead them 
at once to the Holy City. 


A large portion of them were good 
people, moved by sincere convictions 
that they would be under the lead- 
ership of a God-inspired conquéror, cer- 
tain of the success of his conquest. 
Others looked upon the invasion of the 
Holy Land as a license for the com- 
mission of excesses that would satiate 
their lust for crime. 


History shows that Peter undertook 
the task, in which he was aided by 
Walter the Penniless, a man with some 
pretensions to the soldier-like charac- 
ter. But the utter disorder of this

motley host made it impossible for them 
to journey long together. At Cologne 
they parted company; and 15,000 un- 
der the penniless Walter made their 
way to the frontiers of Hungary, while 
Peter led onwards a host which swelled 
pea on the march to about 40,- 


Another army or horde of perhaps 
20,000 marched under the guidance of 
Emico, Count of Leningen, a third un- 
der that of the monk Gotschalk, a man 
not notorious for the purity or dis- 
interestedness of his motives. 


Behind these came a rabble, it is 
said, of 200,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren, preceded by a goose and a goat, 
or, as some have supposed, by banners 
on which, as symbols of the mysterious 
faith of Gnostics and Paulicians, the 
likeness of these animals was painted. 
In this vile horde no pretense was kept 
up of order or decency. They plundered 
and harried the lands through which 
they marched, while 3,000 horsemen, 
headed by some counts and gentlemen, 
found it convenient to participate in the 
crimes and share the spoil. 


It must be realized that the spirit 
of the Crusades was not the spirit 
that dominated Christ and his 
apostles; it was not the exempli- 
fication of the Sermon on _ the 
Mount, nor the orthodoxy of the 
Thirteenth Chapter of First Co- 
rinthians. 


Under the impetus given, for near- 
ly three centuries, the spirit of carnal 
conquest was carried into Asia Minor 
with a fiery zeal that has been un- 
surpassed by any previous or modern 
example. It was directed primarily 
against Mohammedanism; its object 
was to exterminate, not to convert, the 
followers of Islam. The Crusaders 
therefore implanted a devastating moral 
effect upon the heart of the Moslem 
world, which the latter-day missionary, 
even with the tact and spirit of the 
Saviour Himself finds difficult to 
ameliorate or counter. 


It has plunged the victims of the so- 
called Christian Crusaders—and the 
posterior generations of Islam, into a 
hapless state of antagonism against the 
true faith of Christ, and against much 
that proceeds from the Christian na- 
tions of the West. 


And when it is understood that the 
present Moslem world has _ largely 
apostatized from the original teaching 
of Mohammed, and that the politics of 
the Near East today is influenced by 
the tragic events of the middle cen- 
turies, enacted under the banner of the 
Cross, one can more readily visualize 
the difficulties that lie in the way of a 
peaceful solution of Near East political 
affairs, and ceases to wonder at the 
inexplicable attitude of the Arabs to- 
ward a Western power assuming 
mandatory control of Palestine. 
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The Mohammedan Background 


Great misconception exists as to the 
nature and ground of the Moslem faith, 
and the Crusaders in particular mis- 
understood or set aside most facts re- 
garding it, emphasizing only that which 
is vile and blasphemous. 


Apologizing in no way for a faith 
that is counter to the pure doctrine of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, we must in 
fairness think and act without prejudice 
toward the followers of Islam, and, 
knowing the truth of history, must at- 
tribute to Mohammed a quality of 
sincerity, in promulgating the religious 
code from which the Koran has been 
evolved, The greatest difficulty with 
which Mohammed had to contend at the 
outset of his prophetic carreer was the 
ridicule of his opponents. Those who had 
known him from his infancy—who had 
seen him as a boy about the streets of 
Mecca, and afterwards occupied in all 
the ordinary concerns of life, scoffed at 
his assumption of the apostolic charac- 
ter. 


Mohammed inculcated the belief that 
there is, was, and ever will be, one only 
God, the Creator of all things; Who is 
single, immutable, omniscient, omnipo- 
tent, all merciful, and eternal. The 
unity of God was specifically and 
strongly urged, in contradistinction to 
the Scriptural teaching of the Trinity 
as believed by Christians. It was 
designated, in the profession of faith, 
by raising one finger, and exclaiming, 
“La illaha il Allah!”—There is no God 
but God; to which was added, “Moham- 
med Resoul Allah!”—Mohammed is the 
prophet of God. 


The third article of faith is a be- 
lief in the Koran as a book of divine 
revelation. According to the Moslem 
creed, a book was treasured up in the 
seventh heaven, and had existed there 
from all eternity, in which were written 
down all the decrees of God and all 
events, past, present, or to come. 
Transcripts from ‘those tablets of the 
divine will were brought down to the 
lowest heaven by the angel Gabriel, and 
by him revealed to Mohammed from 
time to time, in portions adapted to 
some event or emergency. Being, as 
they believe, the direct words of God, 
they were all spoken in the first per- 
son. 


Of the way in which these revelations 
were taken down or treasured up by 
secretaries and disciples, and gathered 
together by Abu Beker after the death 
of Mohammed, we need not make men- 
tion. The compilation, for such in fact 
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it is, forms the Moslem code of civil and 
penal as well as religious law, and is 
treated with the utmost reverence by 
all true devotees of Islamic thought. A 
zealous pride is shown in having copies 
of it splendidly bound and ornamented. 
An inscription on the cover forbids any 
one to touch it who is unclean; and it 
is considered irreverent, in reading, to 
hold it below the girdle. 


Moslems swear by ‘it, and take omens 
from its pages, by opening and read- 
ing the first text that meets the eye. 
With all its errors and discrepancies, if 
we consider it mainly as the work of 
one man, and that an unlettered man, 
it remains a stupendous monument of 
solitary legislation. Beside the Koran 
or written law, a number of precepts 
and apologues which usually fell from 
the lips of Mohammed, were collected 
after his death from ear-witnesses, and 
transcribed into a book called the 
Sonna, or Oral Law. 


This is held equally sacred with the 
Koran by one sect of Mohammedans, 
thence called Sonnites; others reject it 
as apocryphal; these last are termed 
Sohiites. Hostilities and persecutions 
have occasionally taken place between 
these sects almost as virulent as those 
which, between Catholics and Protest- 
ants, have disgraced Christianity. The 
Sonnites are distinguished by white, the 
Sohiites by red turbans; hence the 
latter have received from __ their 
antagonists the vulgar appellation of 
Kussilbachi or Red Heads. 


It is remarkable that circumcision, 
which is invariably practised by the 
Mohammedans, and forms a distinguish- 
ing rite of their faith, to which all 
proselytes must conform, is neither 
mentioned in the Koran nor the Sonna. 
It is adopted from the Jews, and is 
even said to have been _ prevalent 
throughout the East before the time of 
Moses. 


The fourth article of faith relates 
to the prophets. Their number amounts 
to two hundred thousand, but only six 
are supereminent, as having brought 
new laws and dispensations upon earth, 
each abrogating those previously re- 
ceived wherever they varied or were 
contradictory. These six distinguished 
prophets were Adam, Noah, Abraham, 
Moses, Jesus, and Mohammed. 


Barbaric Crusaders 


It was to supplant the authority 
whose Mosque was reared upon the 
Holy site of the ancient Temple of 
Israel ‘that the Crusaders marched 
across the wastes to make war against 
those who claimed rightful possession. 


Those under Emico, Count Leningen 
and Gotschalk the monk, had no 
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scruple in robbing Christians, but their 
delight was-to prove the reality of their 
mission as soldiers of the Cross by 
plundering and torturing Jews. The 
crusade against the Turk was interpret- 
ed as a crusade directed not less ex- 
plicitly against the descendants of 
those who had crucified the Redeemer. 


The last forlorn struggle of the 
Crusaders was made at Acre, in A. D. 
1281, and the signal loss of men as well 
as morale, left little hope for a re- 
newal of the effort to wrest the Holy 
Place from the hands of the infidels. 
The sea was reddened for miles with 
the blood of the last victims of a 
barbaric and fanatical superstition. 


The Crusades had come to an end 
—but not so, as to the memory of their 
haunting factors in the minds of the 
Islamic followers! The motives which 
led to the Crusades were complex, and 
the results also are complex and irre- 
trievable. 


But the picture must not be present- 


ed only in its darkest aspects. Moslems 
exist, millions in number, who have for- 
given the deeds thus levelled against 
them by the barbaric Christians of the 
middle centuries, and they are quite 
content to let their resentment die, if 
they can but be recognized in a tolerant 
and beneficent manner by the Chris- 
tain nations of the West. 


The attacks on the sovereignty of 
Mohammedanism in the Holy Land, 
worthless in themselves, widened the 
gulf between the Greek and the Latin 
churches, and between the subjects of 
the Eastern and Western Empires, pav- 
ing the way for the rise of anti-Chris- 
tian thought and policy in both the 
religious and political realm of the old 
world. Out of the spirit of the 
Crusades has arisen the latter day 
specter of revived Roman dominance, 
and many nations of the world are now 
viewing with nervous apprehension the 
specter assuming life and material 
form over all the coasts of the Mediter- 
ranean, 
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66 AND ye shall bear witness, be- 
cause ye have been with me 
from the beginning.” John 15:27 


The duty of a Christian may be 
viewed from different angles. As one 
looks at the painting of some master 
from different angles and in different 
lights, different features of the picture 
stand out. So with Christian duty! 
It is various and wide. 


As with the painting there was one 
great truth behind all the outstanding 
features; so in Christian duty, there 
is one underlying principle governing 
all the various manifestations. That 
principle is: ‘And ye shall bear wit- 
ness.’ 


“Witnessing” may take different 
forms. Kindness to others, visiting the 
sick, missionary labors, helping the 
poor, giving out tracts, teaching a Sun- 
day School class, preaching, or a thou- 
sand and one other things. 


1. Witnesses are Chosen 


“Not toallthe people, but unto wit- 
nesses chosen before of God, even to us, 
who did eat and drink with Him after 
He rose from the dead.” Acts 10:14. 


There are two kinds of people to 
whom the Lord will NOT reveal Him- 
self in this special way. 


(a) The Unregenerate. 
(b) The Worldly Christian. 


God does not reveal Himself “to all 
the people.” To sinners who remain in 
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their sin and close their minds to the 
things of God, He certainly does not 
reveal Himself. 


“T am a jealous God”, says the Word. 
He is jealous in that, He will not have 
other humanly invented gods before 
Him. He is jealous for His glory and 
for the sacred things concerning Him- 
self. He will not entrust these to un- 
censecrated mortals. 


It may be that as some read these 
lines, they will be conscious of 
special need in their souls. A Chris- 
tian? Yes! You have given yourself 
to Him; but you see others enjoying 
— victory that you would like to 
ave. 


Will you not quietly withdraw into 
your heart of hearts and ask God to 
deal with your soul? It might be a 
rather unattractive picture ... but 
be honest, let the Holy Spirit pour new

because they “did eat and drink with 
Him”, This picture is one of perfect 
harmony between Him and His witness- 
es. Turn your whole being over to Him. 


Perhaps some young convert, eager 
to work for the Lord, will read these 
lines. You may feel the lack of edu- 
cation or be conscious of some other 
limitation. I suggest that you begin 
taking advantage of the little opportu- 
nities to witness for Him. Be faith- 
ful in small matters and larger oppor- 
tunities will present themselves. 


Remember James 1:5, “If any of 
you lack wisdom, let him ask of God.” 


If you show a willing attitude, the 
Lord will work out a plan into which 
you, with your particular talents, will 
fit perfectly. God told Ananias, when 
He sent him to Paul, “Go thy way for 
he is a chosen vessel unto me.” At 
this time, Paul was still blind and had 
not yet preached his first sermon. You 
are a chosen vessel for some service. 
Be faithful and your sphere of service 
will be revealed to you when the time 
is ripe. 

We have seen that God does not en- 
trust His precious things to unprepared 
and unsaved people. Why were His 
disciples “chosen before of God”? Be- 
cause they did “eat and drink with 
Him”. Here is a revelation of great 
intimacy. 

We eat and drink only with our close 
friends or our relatives; people who 
much to us. Does Jesus 





mean 
mean much to you? Does He 
mean everything to you? Listen to 


what He says, “Come, for all things are 
NOW ready”. When we accept that 
invitation, we find a table full of rich 
things. The fact is that they are all 
NOW READY. While you are reading 
these lines they are ready. 


Conscious communion with the bless-, 


ed Lord through prayer is the sweet- 
est experience in the worl 


Take my love my Lord I pour, 
At Thy feet its treasured store, 
Take myself and I will be 
Ever only all for Thee. 


2. Witnesses are Empowered. 

“But ye shall receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you; 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me.” 
Acts 1:8. 


After preparing His witnesses, He 
communicates spiritual strength to 
them. He told His disciples just be- 
fore He left the earth, “All power is 
given unto me... Go ye...I am with 
you.” 

Dr. S. D. Gordon, commenting on the 
“Go ye” in this verse said, “One read- 
ing this passage for the first time 


would have expected the Lord to say, 
‘I will go’ but no He did not, He said, 
‘Go ye’. In other words our Lord 
meant ‘You be mel’” 

Listen again, “All power is given un- 
to me... (you be me)”. 


The R. V. rendering of the verse at 
the head of this passage is as follows: 
“But ye shall receive the power of the 
Holy Ghost coming upon you”. Con- 
tinually coming as every necessity 
arises, 


When we feel timid about standing 
for Him, “Ye shall receive power”. In 
distress, ‘““Ye shall receive power”. In 
triumph, “Ye shall receive power”. 
Does it seem strange that we need 
power when we are victorious? We 
need power to keep us humble. 


There are things in daily life that 
one may do through human strength, 
but it is a mistake to try to witness 
for Him without receiving divine 
power. Well, we know what happened 
to the sons of Sceva (Acts 19) when 
they tried to cast out a demon in the 
name of “Jesus whom Paul preacheth” 
. .- how the demons turned and fought 
them. Christian workers are some- 
times put to flight because they have 
not received “the power of the Holy 
Ghost coming upon them”, 


It is a mistake to try to do through 
human effort, that which can be ac- 
complished by the guidance of the Hoiy 
Spirit. 

3. The Witnesses Testifying. 

“But ye denied the Holy One and the 
Just, and desired a murderer to be 
granted unto you; and killed the Prince 
of life, whom God raised from the dead; 
— we are witnesses.” Acts 3:14, 

5. 

We have been speaking of power. 
Do we feel the power of this testimony 
of the apostle? “But ye denied... and 
killed . . . we are witnesses”. There 
are two facts here which every Chris- 
tian should witness about. They are 
the Death and Resurrection of Jesus. 


(a) His Death. 

The testimony of a witness must be 
personal if it is to be accredited. In 
first John 1:1 the appostle says “that 
which we have heard ... which we have 
seen with our eyes ... which we have 
handled.” Is your testimony like that? 


You may answer that Christ lived 
1,900 years ago and how could you give 
a personal testimony like that! Listen 
to Paul’s testimony about His death. 
“I am crucified with Christ.” We have 
no record of Paul ever meeting our 
Lord before His ascension; how then 
could Paul be crucified with Christ? 


In His vicarious death. Paul shared; 
you and I are now sharing. ‘With His 
stripes we are healed”, Christ died for 
my sin, therefore when Christ died, I 
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died. He died for me; I die to sin. Paul 
said, “I die daily”. This must not be 
just a theory but a personal experience. 
In Romans 6 the Holy Spirit, through 
the apostle also bids us, “Likewise 
reckon ye also yourselves to be dead 
indeed unto sin”. Sin dies in the life 
of the one who accepts Christ’s finished 
work on the cross; we are no longer 
servants of sin. 


When I survey the wondrous cross 
On which the Prince of glory died, 
My richest gain I count but loss 
And pour contempt on all my pride. 
(b) His Resurrection. 

Listen again to the apostle’s person- 
al testimony, “I am crucified with 
Christ, nevertheless I live; yet not I 
but Christ”. What a glorious thing it 
would be if every Christian could say, 
under all circumstances, “not I but 
Christ”. 


This is the position every true be- 
liever should be able to take. Our 
Lord said to Nicodemus, “Ye must be 
born again”. In Ephesians 3, the Holy 
Spirit writing to “the faithful in Christ 
Jesus”—which means every true be- 
liever today, as well as those at the

“And we are his witnesses of these 
things; and so is also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that obey 
Him.” <Acis 5:32, 

How glorious to contemplate that we 
are not left alone to witness. There 
are two supporters promised to the true 
Witness. 


Our Lord promised His disciples, “I 
am with you always even unto the end 


of the age”. He is not only WITH His 
witnesses but IN them. 


Paul could say, “Yet not I, but Christ 
liveth IN me.” In John 14:20, to the 
inner group of those who would be His 
witnesses, our Lord said, “That day ye 
shall know that I am in my Father, 
and ye IN me and I IN you”. 


He hears every testimony and knows 
whether it is true or false. He knows 
every motive whether it is for His 
glory or ours. We in turn will receive 
wonderful rewards for the deeds done 
in His service. We will be compensat- 
ed in terms of eternal spiritual values. 
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A BIBLE dictionary says: “The 

Babylonian Captivity exercis- 
ed profound influence upon Jew- 
ish thought.” 


That brief statement should be read, 
“The Babylonian Captivity exercised 
profound influence upon the future his- 
tory of the world” since it was during 
their captive state in Babylonia that 
Jewish egoism met up with, and em- 
braced, pagan occult science. 


To this union was born a dangerous 
and destructive offshoot in philosophic 
thought, called the Cabala, which was 
to exert a more definite and far-reach- 
ing influence in the affairs of man 
than all other philosophies combined.

Destroying foodstuff is an important 
factor in the destructive regime of the 
Cabalists, but none has been more ef- 
fective from their standpoint than milk 
pasteurization.

The story is given in the 
Jewish Year Book of 1931-1932. 


“Nathan Straus, (father of the pres- 
ent Federal Housing Administrator), 
co-owner with his brother Isidor of the 
large New York store, R. H. Macy & 
Co., when asked in later years where 
he got the idea of pasteurized milk, 
pointed to his head and said ‘here’ 


eoeeee 


In all my research work, I have never 
found one thing to indicate that Pas- 
teur had anything to do with milk pas- 
teurization. In Science Remaking the 
World, (Columbia University) a chap- 
ter is devoted to Louis Pasteur. The 
only reference made to milk is the fol- 
lowing statement: “The process of 
treating wines as recommended by Pas- 
teur, known as Pasteurization, has 
since been applied to milk in all civil- 
ized countries.” 


It is questionable if such a thought 
ever entered the mind of Pasteur; I 
would judge not because he passed 
away two years after the first pas- 
teurization plants were. established 
here, and it is even doubtful if he had 
heard of it. The word “pasteurization” 
was the term he applied to the method 
of stopping destructive ferment in the 
liquors of the vast industry of France 
who had employed him. 


_ Webster’s New International Dic- 
tionary says, of the word, “a method

devised to check fermentation in wines 
or milk.” As to it relieving milk of 
any disease bacteria — the purpose for 
which it is always propagated — is 
never mentioned. I am quoting a state- 
ment found in my study book that is 
attributed to Dr. Chas. Mayo: “Souring 
is a natural process in milk that comes 
with age, and to many it is not object- 
ionable. Souring prevents putrefaction. 
(Emphasis mine.) Preventing acid or- 
ganisms which produce the souring 
makes the putrefaction process more 
rapid unless the milk is kept cold.” 


That is exactly the reason I have 
fought pasteurized milk the past four- 
teen years; its tendency to putrefy in 
the intestines has been greatly enhanc- 
ed, which makes it toxic and consti- 
pating. I have never known a healthy 
baby raised strictly on pasteurized 
milk, for that reason. 


A second ruse for the discredit of 
milk, was to launch profuse propagan- 
da against it as a suitable food for 
adults. At what age in the child’s life 
milk ceases to be his best food and be- 
comes his poison, subversionists fail to 
point out. 


Jews have their own individual bak- 
eries where whole grains are mani- 
pulated into wholesome breads; but for 
the rest of us, during the past fifty 
years, it has been the habitual custom 
to remove the life-giving elements from 
all grain foodstuffs, In this state they 
only do not nourish, but are peculiarly 
fermentative. 


Your family doctor is to be pardoned 
if he groans a little about Jewish at- 
tempts to propagandize his profession. 
Fishbein, head of the medical profes- 
sion, cannot be properly called a phy- 
sician, having never completed his in- 
ternship; nor can any practice be fotind 
to his record. Yet he has been able 
to insinuate himself into the highest 
Fishbein, Freud and Froebel office in 
the profession — an arrangement 
which is causing many a good physi- 
cian to feel a sense of restlessness. 


In the January issue, (1936) of Plain 
Talk magazine, we find the editor mak- 
ing the following comment: The A- 
merican Medical Association has ap- 
parently effected a working alliance 
with the Communist party of the Uni- 
ted States. One of the Association’s 
unofficial organs, Health and Hygiene, 
a@ magazine which seems devoted to 
misrepresenting and falsifying about 
drugless healing, is printed from the 
office of the Daily Worker (official 
organ of the Communist Party) at 50 
E.*°13th Street, New York City. This 
seems to be a tactical blunder on the 
part of Overlord Fishbein, owner of 
the Medical Chamber of Commerce. It 
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may be that Professor Fishbein, is a 
Communist himself, or that he has al- 
ways been one at heart.” 


Cabalistie trickery is seen in the 
popularizing of all vices with the same 
cool-headed strategy — smoking, drink- 
ing, doping, gambling, magic practice, 
free-love, etc. We only need to look 
in the direction of Hollywood to see 
Jewish control ‘over Gentile morals for 
the perverting of all Christian stand- 
ards in that realm. 


Emptying the Gentile pocket while 
enriching themselves; corrupting their 
morals; destroying national health; 
breaking down faith in Christian doc- 
trines; and at last regimenting the 
people for economic purposes — is the 
formula by which Cabalistic Jews hope 
to achieve mastery of the Gentile world. 


Two other characters of world-wide 
influence, groomed in the Cabalists’ 
center of intrigue—Germany and Aus- 
tria — were Freud and Froebel. The 
Jew, Sigmund Freud, recently fled to 
London when Hitler took over Austria. 
He should have been incarcerated, long 
ago, for his crimes against students and 
society. 


His filthy theory of psychoanalysis 
— that all nerve dérangements were 
caused from complexes within the sub- 
conscious mind, resulting from sex re- 
pression — could only come from a 
sexual pervert and subversionist. Peo- 
ple should have recognized subversion 
in such propaganda; but the cunning 
apostate Jewish instinct knew how to 
proceed. 


Dr. George Weger describes the pro- 
cedure as follows: “When the wave 
of popular acceptance of the newer 
studies of psychoanalysis was at its 
crest, Jung, who was an ardent dis- 
ciple of Freud, accompanied him on a 
lecture tour, the itinerary of which in- 
cluded the United States. The draw- 
ing rooms of the rich and those who 
sought new thrills, became psycholog- 
ical clinics where young and old fully 
discussed their perversions, took pride 
in their complexes, and talked of their 
incestuous desires. They sought coun- 
sel among themselves regarding their 
dreams, and in every way opened ave- 
nues of intimacy in discourse that 
would put to shame all but the most so- 
phisticated and callous.” 


If Dr. Freud were to be besieged 
by the vast number of boys and 
girls whose morals have been de- 
praved, or health destroyed by his 
pernicious doctrines, it would be 
considerable shock at his advanced 
age. 

The “father of kindergarten”, Froe- 
bel, theorized that children were re- 
pressed too much and did not have the 
necessary freedom for the highest de- 
velopment. In Prussia, he was recog- 
nized as a revolutionist and forbidden 
to hold classes, 


According to subversionist teaching, 
all restraint in discipline should be re- 
moved from child life. A splendid way 
to produce the embryo criminal! 
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The educational trend from Froebel’s 
teaching is to produce the “show-off”; 
fundamentally it is bad training for the 
child’s future character. Feeding the 
“ego” of youth from babyhood up, de- 
velops abnormal children with unheal- 
thy desires. 

Susanna Wesley, “Mother of Method- 
ism”, was able to build character in- 
to the lives of her thirteen children, 
but she differed with the Froebel theo- 
ry. 

A magazine article says: “Discipline 
with affection. Susanna Wesley lived 
before the days of a psychology that 
said a child should not be repressed, 
but she produced some masterpieces.” 


From her manual we get some of 
Mrs. Wesley’s ideas. This is a nugget 
of wisdom: “In order to form the minds 
of children, the first thing to be done 
is to conquer their will and bring them 
into obedient temper.’ 


A biographer says of Susanna Wes- 
ley: “This wise mother understood that 
the will lies at the root of the charac- 
ter and determines it. The Wesley 
household was richly endowed in the 
matter of will, so the first step in each 
child’s education was to bring that 
force under government. It was a 
standing and imperative rule that no 
child was to have anything it cried for, 
and the moral effect on the child’s 
mind of the discovery that the one in- 
fallible way of not getting a desirable 
thing was to cry for it, must have been 
surprising.” 

A final quote gives the results of 
such discipline: “The appraisal, the 
reverence, the love, the deathless adora- 
tion of the Wesley children for their 
mother, is the best testimony of the 
results and effect of a mother’s life 
and methods with her household.” 
These are thoughts for sincere mother- 
hood to ponder,

; A previous article by Miss McKay in The Defender, reviewed the year’s prelude to revolution in Madrid, 
; where the Author was employed as a governess in Spanish families, and described the reign of anarchy that 
accompanied the outbreak of the Civil War. Caught in the Red revolution near Barcelona, for two months, 
Miss McKay related eye-witness accounts of Church burning and the killing of religious people by the Com- 
munist-Anarchist forces. The cause of the Spanish Tragedy, in Miss McKay’s opinion, was subversive foreign 
propaganda and terrorism by powerful minorities, which permitted the national elections in 1936 to favor the 
extremist elements. These, by illegal procedures, set up the Communist ‘'Popular Front” Government and 


supplied arms for revolutionary purposes. 











S THE Red Revolution extend- 

ed into its second month, the 
little Mediterranean _ seaport 
town, where I was staying with a 
Madrid family as English govern- 
ess, settled down to a miserable 
life of fear, bloodshed and license. 


Armed workers belonging to the pow- 
erful labor unions, the Communist C.N. 
T. (National Confederation of Labor), 
the anarchist F.A.I. (Federation of 
Iberian Anarchists) and the P.O.U.M. 
(Workers’ Party for Marxist Unifi- 
cation) had superseded the civil au- 
thorities and ruled public life. Uni- 
formed in blue denim overalls and 
brandishing rifles, with fists clenched 
in the Soviet salute, they had carried 
on the liquidation of all elements dis- 
agreeing with their programs and had 
confiscated private possessions in a 
house to house search. 


It became a crime to say “Good- 
bye” because in Spanish “Adios” 
means — “may you go to God”, 
“God be with you”. The official 
salutation was “Salud!” (Health). 
Our cook forgot herself one day 
and bid “adios” to the new bread- 
delivery boy (who had replaced an 
older man, shot for making some 
anti-Loyalist remark), and he in- 
formed her with authority that that 
was not to be said. 


Business, affected seriously by the 
state of disorder, nearly died. It was 
almost impossible to find silver change 
for even the smallest bank-notes. 
Wrecked cars, confiscated from their 
owners, were towed daily out of the 
town and dumped, useless, by roadsides, 
after hectic pleasure rides by the mi- 
litiamen, | 


I made several trips to near-by Bar- 
celona and before getting on, and after 
getting off, of the train I was searched, 
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like all other passengers, down to the 
depths of purses and pockets. (In or- 
der to travel or circulate around the 
small town, a pass from a local work- 
ers’ committee was necessary.) 


Barcelona, as I observed it in those 
days, seemed also to be entirely in the 
hands of the workers, with the Anar- 
chist Party most dominating. Only 
three churches remained standing and 
they were turned into meeting halls. 


The rest, irrespective of denomina- 
tion, had been burned or destroyed with 
Loyalist bombs. Evidence was plain 
everywhere of the terrific slaughter 
that had followed the failure of the 
Nationalist uprising. Walls were pock- 
marked with rifle and machine-gun bul- 
lets. The windows of the large Tele- 
phone building had been shattered by 
projectiles; a charred skeleton was all 
that remained of an Italian bank; the 
offices of an Italian Steamship Line 
had been wrecked beyond recognition. 


Commandeered automobiles were to 
be seen everywhere, generally running 
at unnecessarily high speeds, with 
horns wailing and cargoes of militia- 
men and wild looking militiawomen, 
brandishing their weapons in the air. 
Feuds between the Anarchists and the 
Trotskyists of the P.O.U.M. were kept. 
fuelled by killings because Fascists were 
said to be disguised as violent anar- 
chist-trouble-makers. Barcelona’s gov- 
ernment, the Generalitat, could not 
coordinate these two in united efforts 
against the common enemy. 


The large private mansions and ho- 
tels had all been taken over by the 
militia for use as headquarters for 
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their various committees. And their 
initials — F.A.I., C.N.T., P.O.U.M. — 
were blazoned with paint on walls and 
doors and showed who were in posses- 
sion of property and rights. 


In an_ around-the-town canvass, 
groups of militiamen had searched 
homes for religious articles, as in my 
own summer resort town. BIBLES 
WERE TAKEN TO PUBLIC FIRES 
AND BURNED AND CHURCH CAN- 
DLE-STICK HOLDERS AND SAC- 
RED VESSELS WERE MELTED 
UP. Several English people whom I 
met in the city suffered the same con- 
fiscation of Bibles and religious litera- 
ture. My own Church Manual was left 
buried deep in the sand near our Medi- 
terranean villa. 


Sick of the everlasting horrors, my 
employers decided to return to Madrid. 
They were evincing some worry for 
their house, furniture and possessions. 


_ One of our last frights before depart- 
ing occurred in our own house. We 
were awakened by knocks at the door 
one evening at midnight. The maid 
openéd to a man, dressed in dishevelea 
clothes and wearing a look of horror. 
It was an uncle of the family. He had 
witnessed, he related, two frightful 
spectacles in Barcelona the afternoon 
before, 


A group of fifty or more people had 
been shot across the street from where 
he lived. The men, young, old, middle- 
aged, had been lined up against the 
wall and mowed down with rifle and 
pistol fire by a large mob of militia- 
men. In all kinds of grotesque and 
macabre postures they remained where 
they had fallen, the uncle reported, 
while the blood trickled down to the 
gutter in scarlet rivulets.

Wishing to take his eyes from the 
gruesome picture, the elderly man, in 
a daze, left his house for a walk. A 
few blocks away he saw, leaning stiffly 
against the massive door of the Cathe- 
dral, the bodies of long-dead nuns, 
whose coffins had been wrenched from 
their tombs by the men and desecrated 
to show their contempt for religion and 
their suspicions of the private lives of 
the religious women. As the old man 
told of his experiences he seemed to 
sink into a stupor, worn out with the 
emotional strain. 


On September 5th, the family left by 
train and I braved the trip with the 
chauffeur in the family car, which had 
been loaned to us to get back. At the 
last minute my bags were thoroughly 
honey-combed by three men at the bag- 
gage station. From one suit-case they 
took a book of art of an Italian mu- 
seum, because it contained religious 
pictures. Explaining their hatred for 
religion they said that the Spanish peo- 
ple wanted no more of that, or of any 
religion, hereafter. 


With an American flag flying on the 
engine hood and my passport close at 
hand, I made a fairly safe trip, passing 
through barricade after barricade at 
which militiamen made close scrutiny 
of our papers, One barricade had the 
bright idea of taking away our car 
oie y we narrowly escaped a long hitclh- 
hike home. 


The villages through which we pass- 
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ed in this section of the Country were 
fairly close together and good-sized. 
Walls everywhere were plastered with 
posters, depicting those who were op- 
posing the Reds as human-éating mon- 
sters and displaying the feature of the 
International Workers’ Revolution — 
Marx, Lenin. 


There were groups of children, wear- 
ing red ties and hair ribbons, march- 
ing through the streets, singing the 
Internationale and the Joven Guardia, 
a Marxist youth song. Red flags hung 
from every window. We passed the 
deadly-prone body of a young man, 
dressed in clean overalls, and left by 
the roadside, face down, assassinated. 
The chauffeur noticed my distress and 
gave me a meaning sign of contempt 
for the assassinators. 


As we neared the province of Ma- 
drid, a marked change was noticed in 
the character of the people. There was 
more friendliness and less antagonism. 
I made the interesting observation that 
where the land was rugged and dry 
the population was _ correspondingly 
harsh and somber and, in fertile sec- 
tions the people reflected happiness, 
and well-being. 


In the two small towns of Tarragona 
and Castellon there seemed to have 
been less destruction and disorder. At 
a small village beyond Castellon we 
were told that a car, bearing a ma- 
chine-gun had sped through killing a 
militiaman and that other cars weré 
sent in pursuit. We were given a pass- 
word — “Largo Caballero, 2, 3.’ — to 
identify ourselves at the next places. 
Later on we saw the car, riddled with 
bullets. 


After driving all day we put up for 
the night at an ancient town where 
things were quite normal and the peo- 
ple courteous. Our supper, in a small 
inn full of boisterous militiamen, con- 
sisted of black bread, omelette with 
tomato sauce, steak, melon and fairly 
good coffee. From my musty room 
I looked out the grilled window at the 
town which, like so many others, had 
been much modernized in the last few 
years by the regimes of the Dictator 
and the Republic. 


Spain is a curious mixture of the 
ancient and modern. This is best seen 
in the villages. An excellent network 
of highways, bus service, telephone ser- 
vice and electrification of every house, 
has brought modern civilization to rur- 
al populations. The circulation of 
newspapers reaches every point and 
there is a radio in every cafe and town 
hall. Gas stations and garages where 
even American cars can be fixed dot 
the roadways. Trucks bring in store 
supplies. One thousand new schools have 
been built and there is at least one 
high school for each province. 


Madrid presented a much changed 
city on our arrival. Still, it was quite 
the same as the small Catalan town I 
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had been living in for two months. It 
too had subsided down to a routine of 
more tempered anarchy. The streets 
were still full of armed men and boys 
and the workers’ committees had con- 
trol. Owners of cars had long since 
despaired of receiving back their au- 
tomobiles, 


I watched the tactics of small 
groups of militiamen, with ne gov- 
ernment permits, going into houses 
and removing everything except 
the wall paper. I saw them throw- 
ing onto sidewalks furniture and 
sometimes burning it. As I watch- 
ed expensive pieces going up in 
flames or scratched by booted feet 
atop them and carfuls of silver and 
private art works rushing about 
I felt a pang of grief at the de- 
struction of so much beauty. Ra- 
dios went too. 


No one could wear a hat, necktie or 
mustache because they were signs of 
the bourgeoise. Later papers begged 
people to return to decent ways of 
dressing because the hat and necktie 
manufacturers had complained of ruin- 
ed business. It had no effect. 


Prices went up. A meal that for- 
merly cost five pesetas at a restaurant 
rose to twenty pesetas. The militia- 
men and their families were given scrip 
and could buy whatever they pleased. 
The civilian population had to stand 
in food-lines six, seven, eight and nine 
hours. Foreigners had a store reserv- 
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ed to the Diplomatic Corps but even 
there, with passports, we had to wait 
sometimes five and six hours. But, we 
could get eggs, sugar, potatoes, con- 
densed milk, chocolate, beans and other 
things. 

I supplied three homes with food — 
the family of five children, my pen- 
sion and an Associated Press corres- 
pondent. Coal could be bought by the 
pound and kindling wood came off 
the streets and from broken up pieces 
of old furniture. In my boarding house 
one fire cooked meals for three fam- 
ilies. Our water was cut off during 
certain hours; no electrical appliances 
were allowed to be used. 


In bread lines I heard pitiful stories 
of the prisons. Wives, sisters and mo- 
thers waited for the food they would 
bring to their relatives in the Madrid 
jails. Then, some days bread line ac- 
quaintances would fail to come back 
and I knew that there was no more 
need for food for these relatives. 


Militiamen appeared behind Rus- 
sian beards and under cossack hats. 
All religious newspapers, irrespec- 
tive of creed or purpose, disappear- 
ed and literature became revolting- 
ly obscene and lewd. It did not 
take much advertising to sell novels 
about free love, the “inside lives” 
of the clergy, caricature of mission 
workers, etc., lives of Marx, Lenin, 
Engels; histories of the French 
Revolution. 


Newspapers published messages of 
condolence from the Russian proletar- 
iat to their brothers of Spain, and 
greetings from Spanish leaders to So- 
viet heads. I saw several Kussian 
propaganda pictures depicting the hap- 
py lot of the peasants, the great im- 
provements in Russian cities, Stalin 
among the workers, etc. I saw groups 
of Russian armored cars, two Swiss 
militiawomen, some English aviators, 
and a contingent of Scotch Red Cross 
Ambulance Drivers, who, they assured 
me, were doing strictly non-partisan 
humanitarian work, and I believe it. 


Employers were forced to take on 
additional help at increased wages and 
they had to stay open for business even 
though the customers had been nearly 
all liquidated. I knew the manager of 
a small cafe who had to pay an ad- 
ditional 250 pesetas, about $35.00 a 
month, for war purposes. 


The middle-class people, store-owners 
and office workers, were thoroughly 
discoura and hopeless looking. They 
would be taken out at any minute to 
fight. Realizing that I was a foreign- 
er many people unburdened themselves 
to me pathetically in the hope that I 
would assure them that the Reds would 
be beaten. My newspaper friend and 
I, while sipping tea in cafes, heard con- 
fidential opinions from waiters and 
shoe-shiners. A painter, one day from 
the dining room window of my pen- 
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sion, was keeping us amused with jokes 
at the expense of the government. 
While riding in a street car one time 
I listened to a peasant expressing his 
dislike for being sent to the front to 
fight when he did not know how. He 
said that he had accidentally fired at a 
cow his first day at the front. 


In Madrid, several churches had been 
burned, the rest were turned into am- 
munition storehouses, barracks or meet- 
ing halls. In some of them dances were 
given. High above one I saw a “vaso 
de noche” (pot) hung on the arm of a 
statue. Every large building or man- 
sion had been turned into a “military 
objective”. It was against these that 
bey Insurgent bombs had been direct- 
ed. 


Franco had requested a neutral zone 
but the government, instead, situated 
barracks or ammunition warehouses 
there. The people were urged to evacu- 
ate but I heard many say that the 
did not want to leave their homes mw 
possessions, Many, of course, did leave. 
Every house was a fortified resistance. 
The newspapers gave directions to each 
housewife to buy a bottle of gasoline, 
tie a piece of cotton around the neck 
and when the Rebels would enter, té 
ignite it and throw it down onto the 
troops. 


Nationalist planes dropped numerous 
leaflets urging the population to sur- 
render, that they would be kindly treat- 
ed. I saw many a bunch fluttering 
down but the head would come off of 
any one daring to stoop down to pick 
one up. Later, in the American Em- 
bassy, the cook recovered a bundle of 
them that had fallen in the garden 
and we all read them, 


The figures of the number of people 
assassinated were known even in the 
Red’ Capitals. They seemed to agree 
with outside reports that in Spain 


somewhere around 100,000 persons have 
been murdered in Madrid and Bar- 
celona alone — some 60,000 in Madrid 
and about 40,000 in Barcelona. In vil- 
lages whole populations of 5,000 and 
6,000 were wiped out. 


There were more victims in Madrid 
because they couldn’t possibly have got- 
ten out. On the other hand, from Bar- 
celona, scores fled, during the first 
days, sneaking out disguised in all 
manners, helped out by foreign con- 
suls, with forged passports and climb- 
ing for days through the rugged Py- 
renees mountains, 


__ A Catalan boy told me in Seville that 
it took him four days to make th2 jour- 
ney through the mountains, travelling 
by night and hiding by day and living 
on wild rabbit that seemed to be caught 
in traps just at the right moment for 
him. He was uncivilly treated at the 
French frontier and nearly seat back 
to Spain,

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Liberia’s Crying Need

(Editor’s Note: Joseph Togba came to Wich- 
ita about a year ago to attend school. He came 
from the same Kru tribe of Liberia that pro- 
duced Sammy Morris, William Harris, and Paul 
Revere. His short analysis, explaining the needs 
of his people, will be of interest to all Defender 


Readers.) 


lager is a very broad subject to under- 
take, and I can give only the gist 
of the matter. I shall offer a little de- 
scription of Liberia. 


Liberia is a small Country, about half 
the size of Kansas. It has a population 
of about 2,500,000 people and lies on 
the west coast of Africa. It was found- 
ed by an American Colonization Society 
in the latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Since Liberia was founded by 
Americans, many of its political policies 
are patterned after those of the United 
States. It is now the only independent 
Country on the entire continent of Afri- 
ca. 


There are many, many things needed 
by my people, chief among them being: 
Missionaries, Educators, and _ Physi- 
cians. Above all they need that en- 
lightenment which can come only 
through the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 


Liberia is composed of Americo-Lib- 
erians, and the natives, or aborigines. 
Most of the Americo-Liberians are 
partly educated and more or less Chris- 
tians. Most of the natives (my people) 
are uneducated and are not Christians. 


The natives of the various tribes 
would like to be educated and to become 
Christians. But the Country is not 
developed and there is not sufficient 
funds for the natives to send their chil- 
dren to some of the distant Mission 
Schools. There are no public-schools 
(if there are any, I do not know of 
them) in Liberia, 


Practically all of the schools in Libe- 
ria are supported by foreign mission 


boards. Most of these places of learn- 
ing, however, are not well equipped: 
Very few, if any, can be compared to 
the average school in America. Most 
of the teachers of my Country are not 
even high school graduates. 


The natives, as I have said, are not 
Christians. Many of them still have 
their primitive, idol worship of raw 
heathenism, handed down to them from 
generations back. I am a Christian, 
and in school in America, only because 
Missionaries took an interest in me. 
However, my people are willing to ac- 
cept Christianity. 


Even though Christianity has not 
been carried among them, yet they feel 
the influence of the Christian work that 
has been done. There is peace, friend- 
liness, and a neighborly feeling among 
the various tribes. Before Missionaries 
went to Liberia, there was much bitter- 
ness between the tribal groups. I cer- 
tainly hope that the time will come 
when more Missionaries can be sent to 
work among the eager natives. 


I am over here preparing myself to 
become a medical Missionary to go back 
to work among my people of the Kru 
tribe. I have chosen this line of service 
because there are few doctors in Libe- 
ria. To the approximate 2,500,000 peo- 
ple, so far as I can recall, there are on- 
ly about sixteen doctors. 


Over here in the United States you 
even have doctors for your dogs and 
cats! And as a little boy once said— 
you have doctors for your chickens. In 
my Country there are thousands of 
people without medical care or advice 
on how to look after their bodies. 


I am sure that I shall have a great 
task to undertake when I return home 
for there is so much to be done for my 
suffering people. I could learn to be- 
come a teacher or preacher, like Mr. 
Paul Revere, who is also a member of 
my tribe. He was educated over here, 
and Dr. Winrod has taken a loving in- 
terest in him. 


With reference to Paul Revere, I 
came to know his work before coming 
to America. He is respected by the 
people of Liberia as a sincere worker 
for Christ. He was educated over here 
and returned to Krutown,. near Mon- 
rovia, and is reconstructing the Mary 
Sharp Memorial Church. 

When I was there a year ago, he was 
also organizing a school at his Church. 
The school was conducted in the 


Church. Most of his students were Kru 
children who did not have the opportu- 
nity to atiend other schools. 

I am sure that it is a great work he 
is doing and can hope to succeed only 
as people in America give him support. 


It is not an easy task to undertake the 
responsibility of instructing pupils who 
can hardly purchase their books, not to 
speak of the maintenance of the 
school. In addition to this, Mr. Revere 
also has the work in the interior to 
think about and look after. I hope that 
the readers of this brief article will be 
able to get a picture of the needs of 
my people in Liberia.

refugees, too many to describe in de- 
tail, A group of Spanish children, 
summer-camp visitors to Italy, had all 
been orphaned, The 420 boys and 210 
girls each wanted to tell me their per- 
sonal tales of horror but I had time 
only for a few of them. All had lost 
their fathers and mothers, and some- 
times their entire families. 


The little tots had watched their 
loved ones killed by ax blows, savage 
knifings, burning, cutting, tearing to 
pieces, dragged by horses. A young 
boy and his mother were left abandon- 
ed when the father, robbed of his small 
butcher-shop, was murdered. Several 
had their humble stores confiscated 
without remuneration whatever. An 
old man, relative of a famous Spanish 
personage, told of his three horrible 
months in a red jail, expecting to be 
taken away to death, after each Rebel 
bombardment, as “payment”. 


The question is often asked me: 
“Why were so many people killed in 
Spain?” The very apparent answer is 
— merely for being a person of right 
political affiliations, a person of re- 
ligious sentiments, many times for per- 
sonal vengeance, a rich person, monar- 
chist and so on, The religious have 
been cruelly persecuted but many es- 
caped with the help of especially Eng- 
lish and French Consuls. 


In Madrid all foreigners were cata- 
logued and we had to report to the 
police station every three months, for 
an extended stay permit. For protec- 
tion we wore arm-bands of our nation- 
al flag with an official consular stamp 
and number. For the most part we 
were not molested but still had to suf- 
fer the same dangers that the civilians 
did. My room was searched, one of my 
blankets taken for the soldiers; I was 
stopped in a long-distance telephone 
call and asked to speak in Spanish. I 
was threatened several times on the 
street for not giving the Communist 
salute and a gun shoved under my 
nose. 


Americans were called into the Em- 
bassy twice. After a week there in 
early November, we were obliged to 
leave, since all Embassies were closed 
by government pressure because of the 
suspicion that they were sheltering 
Spaniards. On November 12th, we all 
entered again and stayed for two 
weeks. The American government took 
excellent care of each of us and we 
had the best food in Madrid — thanks 
also to the generosity of the Spanish 
people. 


Although life was comparatively 
tranquil a pall hung over everything. 
We could hear the thunder of artil- 
lery fire and occasionally rifle and 
machine-gun fire, day and night. Al- 
most daily, parties of 300 of us would 
stand in the Embassy garden watching 
90 and 100 planes, droning and filling 
the sky with terror. Once a machine- 
gun bullet snapped off a branch of a 
tree over our heads. After that, we 
were ordered to remain indoors. 


At midnight we heard airplanes come 
close overhead, never knowing whether 
they belonged to the Loyalist or the 
Insurgents. Sirens roused us at 2 and 
8 a.m. to make us troop down to the

bombs always hit other places 
spared us, 


At 7 o’clock in the morning of the 
day before Thanksgiving Day, Novem- 
ber 26, 1936, two busses came to the 
beautiful Embassy palace on Cisne 
Street, to take us to a waiting cruiser, 
in Valencia. It was rainy and dismal. 
To the west the rifle and machine-gun 
fire in the trenches around University 
City made an isochronous, monotonous 
racket, punctuated now and then by the 
sharp explosion of a shell. Outside the 
city limits sand-bag barricades lined the 
road. The one side, stark, stood the 
Hill of the Angels, now renamed the 
Red Hill. Here, the militiamen had 
shot down the statue of the Saviour. 
Here, too, had been located the monu- 
ment to show the geographic center of 
Spain. 


At ten p.m., we arrived in Valencia, 
after a tiring trip under a continuous 
downpour., Although the city had not 
yet felt the full effects of the war and 
food was still plentiful, some signs 
were already beginning to appear, 
showing the new conditions of life — 
windows criss-crossed with strips of 
paper to prevent shattering from the 
jar of bombardment, There were vari- 
ous cruisers lying around the waters 
like silent watchers. 


The sleek lines of the American crui- 
ser, the Raleigh, were framed against 
the murky, angry Mediterranean. A 
launch was on its way to the pier, bob- 
bing up and down with the waves. At 


the pier a detachment of American sail- 
ors stood ready to help the refugees. 


At a word from the American 
Charge d’Affaires, Eric Wendelin, to 
whom every American in Madrid owes 
a vote of thanks for his untiring efforts 
on our behalf, we left the busses and 
lined up at the pier for the final check 
and personal search by the Loyalist 
authorities, before boarding the Ra- 
leigh’s boat. 


The women in our party were made 
to go, one by one,'into a small room 
where a gray-haired, sad and motherly- 
looking matron, with a certain reluc- 
tant sense of duty, conducted a most 
painstaking search. We were asked to 
undress and deposit our clothes on a 
table. The woman then most carefully 
went through pockets and sleeves, look- 
ing for possibly hidden silver money. 
(Not more than 1,000 pesetas in paper 
could be taken out of the country.) 

The men were going through a simi- 
lar procedure in a nearby room. When 
the last one of us had gone through the 
tedious process, the shivering and hun- 
gry group, rather irritable by now, 
gave a collective sigh of relief. In a 
few moments we all took our places in 
the officers’ launch. 

Never before had the idea of be- 
ing an American so patently meant 
to us such a feeling of warm com- 
fort and security as at that moment 
when the launch’s boatswain held 
out his outstretched hand to help 
us on board.

The second, taking it for granted that 
there is no god but the true God, for- 
bids the creation of anything which is 
supposed to be a representation of Him, 
to assist man in worship. 


The Folly of Idol Making. (a) God 
is invisible; how can man depict the 
Invisible? (b) Images must degrade 
our conception of Him (c) Man must 
be greater than anything he is able to 
make. (d) If Christ be in the heart, 
why do we need an image of Him? 


If a person says he does not worship 
the image, but the God behind it, he 
must realize that this is a violation of 
the command which says, “God is a 
Spirit, and they that worship Him must 
worship in spirit and in truth.” The 
material cannot help the spiritual! 


Why Man Makes Images. (a) Be- 
cause the spiritual sense in man, that 
which realizes God, is dead. No man 
who knows God, no man who is living 
daily in communion with Him, needs a 
picture to help him pray. None who 
knows what it is to live and walk with 
God, amid the work of the week, would 
derive help from an image placed in 
front of them for Sunday worship. 


(b) This very lack renders him in- 
capable of creating anything which 
gives a proper representation of God. 
Every attempt which man has made to 
represent God in any way has resulted 
in a false picture of Him. God knew 
that if men, who had lost their sense 
of Him and His presence, made some- 
thing to represent Him, it would be a 
false representation, and men would 
thereby get false notions, even as they 
sought to worship. 


(c) The image is limited. The es- 
sential fact of God is that He is limit- 
less, eternal, self-existent — there be- 
ing no end to His being, and no limft 
to His power. Thus the image is not 
only false; it is misleading. 

(d) The thought of God produced by 


a false representation will produce 
character that is false. Then follow 


the philosophy of idol-worship ‘‘They 
that make them are like unto them”. 
Every man is like his god! 


Man be- 


comes like the thing that he puts in 
the place of God. If man gets a false 
notion of God, through his idol or im- 
age, he becomes as false as his god. 
Here then, is the reason for this im- 
portant commandment.

Reverence For God 
Ex. 20:7; Mt. 5:33-87; 12:33-37 





ern is the Sign of Three 
Things. 


First, it is the sign of ignorance. We 
can put it down as an invariable rule 
that the irreverent man is an ignora- 
mus. 


Second, it is the badge of conceit. 
The irreverent man is quite sure that 
there is nothing in the world much bet- 
ter than himself, and if there is to be 
any bowing down, it should be to him 
and not by him. 


Third, irreverence is an indication 
of atheism. When men in every age 
have come truly to know God, they have 
hastened to prostrate themselves in 
reverence before Him. The man stands in 
haughty disdain before holy things, 
can do so only, because he has no capa- 
city for appreciating spiritual] values. 


Irreverence is Manifested in Three 
Ways. 


(1) PROFANITY. The sin of pro- 
fane swearing prevails to this moment, 
and there is no more insidious habit. 


When a man blasphemes, he shows 
an utter contempt for God. Men, with 
a sense of honor, stop blaspheming 
when a lady joins the group. They 
will not swear before their mothers, 
wives, or sisters; they have more re- 
spect for them than they have for God! 


(2) FRIVOLITY. This is the light 
and frivolous use of the holy name, a 
prevalent and fashionable joking about 
God. Stories are told, in which the 
name of God is used, to affect men with 
false humor. Such tales should be 
shunned, as one would shun a viper. 
In every instance, when men permit 
themselves to look at sacred things in 
a frivolous light, there is an evil re- 
action upon the heart and conscious- 
ness; they are robbing themselves of 
that sacred sense of veneration and 
reverence for God, without which there 
is no real worship and no acceptable 
service, 


(3) HYPOCRISY. The last and most 
subtle way for breaking this command- 
ment, is committed by the man who 
says, “Lord, Lord”, and fails to do the 
things that the Lord wishes done. Pray- 
er without practice is blasphemy; 


praise without adoration violates the 
third commandment. The profanity of 
the church is infinitely worse than the 
profanity of the street; the blasphemy 
of the sanctuary is a far more insidi- 
ous form of evil than the blasphemy 
of the slums. 


Jesus is God. The man who takes 
the name of Jesus, and sings about it, 
but is not saved from his sins; that 
man is breaking this commandment. 
Unless the name of Jesus, gathering 
into itself all human beauty and all 
Divine attributes — unless it becomes 
the keynote of the soul, then had the 
name better never be mentioned!

Our Day Of Rest 
Ex. 20:8-11; Luke 13:10-17 


ee first principle involved in the 
fourth commandment is the prin- 
We are commanded 
“Set apart for 





ciple of holiness. 
to keep the day holy. 
sacred use.” 


The second principle involved is the 
principle of labor. This commandment 
has been spoken of as referring only 
to the Sabbath. This is a mistake, and 
the full-weight of that part of it which 
refers to the seventh day, is only ap- 
preciated as we rémember that half 
of it has to do with the six days. Strip- 
ping the commandment for the moment 
of all explanatory and expository sen- 
tences, it will be found to consist of 
two simple injunctions: First, ““Remem- 
ber the Sabbath day, to keep it holy”. 
Second, “Six days shalt thou labor, 
and do all thy work”. 


It is the will of God that man should 
work. It is likewise the Divine will 
that on the seventh day interval, he 
should cease his toil — and worship. 
The worship of the seventh day, in 
which he turns to the places of con- 
templation, meditation, and adoration, 
is work in the highest realm. Each 
is the complement of the other. Obed- 
ience to each, creates the power to 
obey the other. Work makes worship, 
worship fits for work! 


The next principle is that of rest. 
The fourth commandment does not cre- 
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ate the need for weekly rest. That need 
arises from the physical and mental 
makeup of man. This phase of the 
commandment is only a recognition of 
a need that arises out of the nature of 
things. 


The fourth principle is that of wor- 
ship. Men’s souls need to be fed the 
same as do their bodies. Periods defin- 
itely set aside for worship go a long 
way toward meeting the need. 


The Sabbath is universal in the pur- 
pose of God, and was part of the econ- 
omy of time which waited for the 
birth of man. The change of the day 
in the Christian dispensation from the 
seventh, to the first, is of great symbolic 
value, and although no- Divine word 
was written commanding the change, 
the spiritual facts of Christianity al- 
tered it surely, yet without proclama- 
tion or noise. Until Christ had come, 
man worked toward his Sabbath. Since 
Christ, he works from his Sabbath. In 
the Jewish economy, in the last anal- 
ysis, the Sabbath depended upon the 
work; in the new, the work grows out 
of the Sabbath. 





October 30 
International Temperance 
Sunday 
Eccl, 2:1-3; 10-11; Rom. 6:17-23; 14:21 





OW far can the individual go in 
the exercise of his personal rights? 


This question has loomed large in 
the experience of every individual. In 
periods of oppression the rights of the 
individual are completely suppressed. 
In periods of anarchy the individual 
does what he wants to do, with disre- 
gard for the wishes of others. Not one 
person in a thousand would regard ei- 
ther of these extremes as desirable. 


Between these extremes, civilization 
demands that every law-abiding indi- 
vidual must také a stand. The Chris- 
tian Gospel has much to say on the 
necessity of our putting aside selfish 
desire in the interest of others. It 
must always be remembered that your 
liberty ends where my nose begins! 


The writer of Ecclesiastes was one 
who believed in personal liberty. He 
was the richest man who ever lived and 
was in a position to try everything as 
he sought; for happiness “under the 
sun”, Like everyone who has tried 
them all, Women, Wine, Wealth, Wis- 
dom, and cried at the end “Vanity, 
Vanity, all is vanity”. Material things 
cannot satisfy the spiritual cravings 
of the soul. 


“T sought in mine heart to give my- 
self unto wine... till I might see what 
was that good for the sons of men, 
which they should do under the heaven 
all the days of their life.” In other 
words, he decided to take the wine route 
to happiness. As a devotee of personal 
liberty he would drown his sorrows 
with wine and stimulate his base de- 
sires. But this he found vanity also. 


Neither pleasure, power or posses- 
sion; neither wine, women or song — 
can give men happiness. It is only 
‘when they become servants of right- 


eousness, through complete submission 
to Him, that they turn from sin and 
unhappiness to righteousness and joy 
unspeakable. 


Swine may get satisfaction out of 
wallowing in the mud, but man never 
does! 


The lesson opens with a declared 
purpose of the writer of Ecclesiastes 
that he had adopted the philosophy of 
personal liberty and found it unsatis- 
fying. The lesson closes with a state- 
ment of philosophy upon which every 
Christian should build his life. “It is 
good”, said Paul, “not to eat flesh, 
nor to drink wine, nor to do anything 
whereby thy brother stumbleth”.

Honoring Our Parents 


Ex. 20:12; Lk. 2:46-52; John 19 :26,27; 
Eph. 6:1-4 


é ine commandment is closely linked 
in thought and intention to those 
that have preceded it, for here the par- 
ent is viewed as being in the place of 
God to the child. 


In the early part of human life, while 
the mind is unable to grasp the most 
elementary ideas of God, the supreme 
facts concerning Him, are to be im- 
pressed upon the child by righteous 
teachings from the parents. What God 
is to the adult, parents are to the child 
— lawgiver and lover, provider and 
controller. 


Happy are those children who pass 
by natural and beautiful sequence from 
the honoring of their parents to the 
hallowing of the name of their God. 
Happy are those parents who so hal- 
low the name of their God, that it be- 
comes easy for the children entrusted 
to their care; to honor them. 


Nothing is more certain than the 
fact that, if parents are to be honored, 
they must be honorable. If obedience 
is to be rendered gladly and implicitly, 
it must be to a control that is condi- 
tioned by love. No father or mother 
can think right thoughts, or properly 
plan a future for their children unless 
they, in turn, are living the life of 
subjection to God, and are receiving 
from Him the ordering of their ways. 


In brief, the surest way to insure 
that children shall honor their parents, 
is for the parents to live the life before 
them, which reflects the grace of God. 


The failure to honor father and mo- 
ther, is, in large measure, due to the 
breakdown of the parental ideal. No 
nation can rise above the collective 
character of its citizens.

“THE KING- 
DOM OF GOD” according to E. Stan- 
ley Jones has no kinship whatever to 
the Bible conception of that term, but 
bears a close relationship to the Bol- 
shevik customs which are receiving in- 
creased commendation from the pen 
of this erstwhile Christian missionary.

In his most recent book, The Choice 


Before Us, Dr. E. Stanley Jones recom-_ 


mends centralized ownership and op- 
eration by the State of all the means 
of production. If this were carried 
out, it would mean the confiscation by 
the Government of all factories, farms, 
and private business. 

In the book referred to, Dr. Jones 
lauds Communism as being closer to 
the spirit of Christianity than any 
other system, past or present. In fact 
he goes to the extreme length of say- 
ing that Communism is preferable to 
Fascism, and that Fascism, is a more 
idealistic system than American Capi- 
talism! 

The expressions in his book have been 
received with sympathetic approval by 
those who seek to organize “A Com- 
munist United Front” in the United 
States. In this connection let it not be 
forgotten that E. Stanley Jones has 
become the especial mouthpiece of the 
Federal Council of Churches in Ameri- 
ca. 


FINALLY, THEY SEEK DOMINION 
OVER THE CHURCHES AND EVEN 
THE CONSCIENCE OF MEN: 
Sometime ago a Religious Publicity 
Conference was held in Atlantic City, 
at which the chief topic was the radio. 
Dr. Charles S. MacFarland was then 
the Secretary of the General Council 
of the Federal Churches of Christ in 
America, and he is reported to have 
said, “Local fans do not want to hear 
local preachers. Local stations do not 
want any denominationalism. The ul- 
timate plan yet to be worked out will 
probably be for local Federations of 
Churches to endorse and local stations 
to present national programs _provid- 
ed on Sunday by the Federal Council, 
whereby all will have their choice of 
hearing Dr. Cadman, Dr. Poling, or Dr.

Fosdick, and perhaps a few other se- 
lected preachers who have received full 
endorsement of the Federal Council. 
The Federal Council is now surveying 
the entire field throughout the Coun- 
try and is signing up all available sta- 
tions to carry their programs. Mr. 
Goodman of the New York Federation 
of Churches is at present on an ex- 
tensive trip through the central, west- 
ern and southern sections of the Coun- 
try. We believe that as a result of his 
tour, presenting the matter forcefully 
to local federations and local broadcast- 
ing stations, fifty or more additional 
stations will be signed up with iron-clad 
contracts obliging them to use the Fed- 
eral Council religious programs and 
none other. It is also likely that Mr. 
Goodman can induce these stations to 
join the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany’s chain, thereby presenting the 
most extensive and powerful chain for 
the broadcasting of religious services 
yet devised. By October the distribution 
through local stations of the Federal 
Council program will cover three or 
four times the present scale.” 


IRON CLAD CONTRACTS TO BE 
SIGNED UP: 

Local federations are to sign up 
“jron-clad contracts obliging them to 
use the Federal Council religious pro- 
grams and none other.” If this plan 
succeeds, Dr. MacFarland states, “In 
the future no denomination or church 
will be able to secure any time whaf- 
ever on the air unless they are willing 
to pay prohibitively high prices for 
brief periods of broadcast. Our hope 
is that with the gradual development 
of our plan we will not be obliged to 
confine our talent to New York, but 
will be able to use talented ministers 
in other localities who meet our re- 
quirements for popular broadcasts.” 

The only hope held out is that there 
may be an opportunity for “talented 
ministers in other localities who meet 
our requirements” to do some broad- 
casting. 

During the discussion, the following 
question was answered as follows: 


Question: “Did you mean, Dr. Mac- 
Farland, that it is the expectation of 
the Federal Council to control all re- 
ligious broadcasting, making it impos- 
sible for denominational conventions to 
get on the air and for pastors to broad- 
cast sermons without Federal Council 
sanction?” 

Answer by Dr. MacFarland: “Pre- 
cisely! The committee feels this to 
be a wise policy. There will be no more 
free hook-ups on national assemblies, 
except as the denominations want to 
raise large sums to purchase time in 
competition with commercial accounts. 
We would be very happy to have this 
meeting appoint a committee of four 
or five to confer with Mr. Cadman with 
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a view to furthering this plan.” 

The “Lutheran Church Herald” com- 
menting upon this said, “We look upon 
this movement as a brazen attempt to 
monopolize the remote control broad- 
casting, and force upon the nation the 
Cadman-Poling-Fosdick brand of coun- 
terfeit religion in the name of Pro- 
testantism. They represent a fraction 
of the Reformed churches, but certain- 
ly not the 2,714,685 Lutheran communi- 
cants. Any effort to muzzle free 
speech by ‘iron-clad contracts’ to shut 
others out is both un-American and 
un-Christian. The Christian. people of 
the Nation will protest against this re- 
ligious broadcasting trust.” 


But that is not the end. Let us re- 
member that at the time when this 
Country was staggering under the fi- 
nancial depression and missionaries 
were being called home by the dozen 
because there was no money with which 
to longer support them on foreign 
fields, ex-President Matthews of the 
Federal Council boasted that an audit 
of their books for the year 1930 show- 
ed $458,581.97 spent on this movement 
— a movement that is both anti-Ameri- 
can and anti-Christian! 

The proposal now made for a “World 
Council” is one that looks to world- 
control and domination of thought and 
expression. Who says that the day of 
the Antichrist is not at hand? Who 
doubts that in the Federal Council the 
Antichrist has found one of his fore- 
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
